above the song of birds there is as much 
silence os though, a thonsand years ago, 
the last lark had, with his wing, swept 
the door latch of heaven, and as though 
never a whip-poor-will had sung its lul- 
laby to a slumbering forest at nightfall. 
We give a passing smile to the call of a 
bobolink or the chirp of a canary, but 
about the origin, about the fibre, about 
the meaning, about the mirth, about the 
pathos, about the inspirvtion, about the 
religion in the song of birds, the most of 
us are either iguoraut or indifferent. A 
caveat I this morning file in the High 
Court of Heaven against this almost uni- 
versal irreligion. 

First, I remark that which will sur- 
prise many, that the song of birds is a 
regulated and systematic song, capable

Throat inherits and bequeaths the tune 
sounding like the words “Pity me, pity 
me, pity me.” The White Sparrow's 
'Tseep, tseep,” woke our great grand- 
fathers as it will awaken our great 
grandchildren. The ‘Tee-ka-tee-ka tee- 
ka’, or the birds in the first century was 
the sameas the ‘'Tee-ka-tee-ka-tee-ka” 
of the nineteenth century. 

The goldfinch .bas for six thousand 
years been singing ‘‘De-ree dee-ee-ree.”’ 
But these sounds, which we put in harsh 
words, they pur in cadences, rhythmic, 
soullul and enrapturing. Now, if there 
is this order and systematization and 
rhythm all through God's creation, does 
it not imply that we should have the 
same characteristics in the music we 
make or try to make? Is it not a wicked- 
ness that so many parenta give no op- 
portunity for the culture of the children 
in the art of sweet sound? If God stoops 
to educate every bluebird, oriole and 
gro beak in song, how can parents be so 





indifferent about the musical develop- 
ment of the immortals in their house- 
hold? While God willaccept our at- 


tempts fo sing, though it be only a hum 


or a drone, if we can do no better, 
what ashame that, in this last decade 
of the nineteenth century, when so 


many orchestral batons are waving, and 
sO many academies of music are in full 
concert, and so many skilled mon and 
women are waiting to offer instruction, 
there are s0 many people who cannot 
sing with any conlidence in the house 
of God, because they have had no 
culture in this sacred art, or, while 
they are able to sing a fantasia at a 
piano amid the fluttering fans of social 
admirers, nevertheless feel utterly help

Further, I noticw that the song of birds 
is a family song. Even thoss of the 
feathered throngs which have no song at 
all, make what utterances they do in 
sounds of their own family of birds. The 
hoot of the owl, the clatter of tthe mag- 
pie, tho crow of the chanticleer, tho 
drumming of the grouse, the laugh of 
the loon in the Adirondacks, the cackle 
of the hen, the scream of the eagle, the 
croak of the raven, are sounds belonging 
to each particular family; but when you 
come to those which have real songs 
how sugges ive that it is always a family 
song, All the skylarks, all the nightin- 
gales, all the goldfinches, all the black- 
birds, all the cockoos, prefer the song of 
their own family and never sing any- 
thing else. So the most deeply iupres- 
sive songs We ever sing are family songs. 
They havecome down from generation 
to generation. You were sung to sleep 
in your infaney and childhood by songs 


iaubs. 


that will sing mn your soul forever. Oh, 
those family songs! The songs tlrat 


father sang, that mother sang, that sis- 
tera an brothers sang. They roll on us 
to-day with a reminiscence that fills the 


throat, as well as the heart, with emo 
tion. In our housetin my childhood i 
was always a religious song. I do not 


think that the old folks knew anything 
but religious songs ; at any rate, I never 
heard them sing anythibg else. It was 
“Jesus, lover of my soul,” ov “Rock of 
ages,” or **Theré is a fountain filled with 
blood,” or “Mary. to the Saviour’s tomb.” 
Mothers, be careful what you sing your 
children to sleep with. Let it be nothing 
frivolous or sully. Better have in it 
something of Christ and heavens Better 
have in it something that will help that 
boy thirty years from now to bear “up 
under the bombardment of temptation, 
Better have in it something that will 
help that daughter thirty years from now 
when upon her comes the cares ol 
motherhood and the agonies of bereave- 
mentand the brutal treatment of one who 





swore before the high heaven that he 
would cherish and protect. Do not waste 
the best hour for making an impression 
upon your little one, the hour of dusk, 
the beach between the day and night, 
Sing not a doleful song, but a sug- 
gestive song, & Christian song, i Ong 
you will not be ashamed to meet when 
it comes to you in the eternal destiny of 
your son and daughter Ihe oriole has 
a loud song, and the chowink a long 
yng, and the bluebird a short song, but 
it ia always a family song, and let your 
gloaming song to yourchildren, whether 
loud or long or short, be a Christian 
song. These family songs are about all 
wo keep of the old homestead. The

Maillonx said in conversation: “I 
plicated in the Province of Quebec forger- 
ies, and know that I am wanted in connec- 
tion with the $9 mill check cashed by the 
Union Bank of Quebec. 

“Still, lam not the forger. He is still 
at large in Quebec, carrying on other 
dangerous games. For all that { have been 
arrested, and I am willing to go back to 
Canada and tell all I know, which will 
compromise many persons, more particular- 
ly those who have been the cause of my 
downfall, 

“Why, the very fellow who forced me to 
fly, placed me on a schooner and made sure 
of my passage to South America was the 
real culprit. At the same time he handed 
me a revolver and told me to blow my brains 
out rather than be arrested, 

“The fellow then solemnly promised that 
my wame would not be mixed up with 
the trial and inn few months I could re- 
turn home to Canada and my wife, I be- 
lieved this man Malenfont and I proceeded 
to South America, but after I had reached 
there I found that the whole blame ot the 
forgeries was placed on my shoulders, and 
always by this individual who manipulated 
the check. 

“Well, I auffered the torments of the 
damned and finally concluded to come back 
to Canada and give myself up, Onmy way 
to Liverpool, Eng., I made friends with the 
ship's doctor. He advised me to go home, 
see my wife and be guided by, her counsel, 
I did so and arrived in Halifax, N.S, on 
March 26 last, and at my home, River du 
Loup, the following day. After a moetin 
of « few hours my wife and I parted and 
crossed over to the State of Maine. In the 
month of April I caine to Boston. 

“In the meantime it became noised about 
Quebeo that 1 was in Boston, which caused 
Malenfont to come on and find me. He 
took me to an hotel, kept mo drunk a night 
and a day and induced me to return to 
South America, I consented, He took me 
to New York and secured passage for me 
via Antwerp by the Red Star Lino, Iwent 
to Antwerp, but when I reached there I do- 
termined to come back to Boston, 

**T arrived in Boston yesterday morning 
and was arrested in Salom Wednesday 
afternoon, and Iam not sorry. My mind 
is casior than it has been fora single mo- 
mont during the past year, and when I am 
taken before Judge Chambers I will tell all, 
with much to astonish the world. 

“Even before the forgery cases and the 
change ot Government, I passed 260,000 
worth of checks through my hands as 
accountant of the Public Works Depart- 
ment, That was a Ministerial steal.

‘ officers and 2l men who are sick or who 
were hurt in the accident were among the 
number transferred, All the sick and in 
jured are doing well, The Edgar brought 
18 officers and 140 men and the Phaeton 9 
officers and 127 men, @ total of 27 officers 
and 267 men, : 

A press representative had interviews to- 
day with several of the survivors of the 
disaster, and the stories told by them con- 
firm the report of the collision with tho 
Camperdown as already telegraphed. 

Au officer, who was an ecyo-witness of 
the whole affair, after detailing how the 
ram of the Camperdown had stove 
an enormous hole in the hull 
of the Victoria below the water line, 
said that almost immediately after the col- 
lision the Victoria began to settle by the 
head, and in four minutes the vessel turned 
partly over with her bows under water, 

The officer added that he did not scen 
single man jump overboard until the order 
was given for every person to save himself. 
Many of the men were good swimmers, but 
they were unable to get toa safe distance 
from the ship before she turned completely 
over and went down, 

They were caught in the vortex caused 
by the foundering ship and their strength 
and ability as swimmers availed them 
nothing against the suction which drew 
them down, When tho ship was lying on 
her beam ends the engines continued to 
work, and one of the two screws, which 
was completely out of the water, raced at a 
very high speed. 

The other screw was submerged, and its 
revolutions caused the water on one side of 
the ship to flow in « strong current towards 
its rapidly revolving blades. A nutnber of 
the men who were swimmingewere caught 
in this current, and despite all their efforts 
were strock by this screw and killed. Por- 
fect discipline prevailed from the time the 
Victoria was struck until the order was 
given to abandon the ship.

For several months 
poe Sanne number of Canadian letters 

ave disappeured between London, Ont., 
and Port Huron, but so carefully were ths 
robberies committed that all attempts of 
the Canadian and United States special 
officers to capture the thief were ineffec- 
tual. After spending inuch time on the 
trains between London and the tunnel, the 
officers arrived at the conclusion that the 
mail pouches were robbed at the Port 
Huron end of the tunnel. 

Suspicion fell on Charles Ford, a trusty 

car foreman of the Chisago and Grand 
Trunk Railway. In tis capacity he had 
the freedom of all cars at all times, postal 
conplayes bad implicit confidence in him 
and paid no particular attention to his 
coming and going. The inspectors watched 
the incoming trains as the eastern train 
pulled out of the tunnel. Ford was scen to 
enter the mail car. The inspectors followed 
him and caught him inthe act of rifling 
mail bags. 
_ On being secured 338 letters were found 
in kis possession, his coat being especially 
prepared asa receptacle in which to store 
stolen mail. The pocket had been cut out 
and the whole lining of the coat formed a 
large pocket. Five hundred dollars iu cash 
was also found on his person, which the 
inspectors have taken charge of. The letters 
had all been taken out of the one mail and 
were from Canadian points to all of the 
Western States. As letters hove been 
missed for nearly two years the number 
taken can only be conjectured. 

A tell-tale memorandum was also found in 
his possession, on which several amounts 
were checked. As marked the total 
ainounted to something over $20,000. This 
may be a total of his speculations and it 
may not, 

Ford, who is 45 years of age and was a 
member of the last Fort Gratiot council, was 
placed in jail at Port Huron.

A BIG FAILURE, 
Thompson Bros, Will Assigun—Mapny Oredit- 
ors Throughoat all tbis District. 


Cheese ciroles have been excited the past 
few days over the report that the Thompson 
Bros. of Prescot’, heavy buyers on the board 
last week, had falled to connect ab Thurs- 
day's board with checks for several thousand 
dollars’ worth of cheese purchased the pre 
vious week. The custom on the board {a to 
sell the cheese on Thuraday of every week, 
and the Thureday of the week followlng the 
salesmen recelve their checks, geb them 
cashed, and distribute the monoy amongst 
the patrons. There had never been a hitch 
in this way of doing business for some years. 
Buyers always acted up to thelr agreement, 
consequently every one went home pleased, 
The first disturbance must be marked for 
Thursday last. Ib will be remembered that 
cheese sold last week tor 9$c., which evory- 
one thought was considerably beyond Its 
legitimate value. However, Thompson 
Bros. paid the price and got the cheese, 

There was no suspicion of trouble until 
{t was noticed that no representative of 
Thompson Bros., was present at Thursday's 
board, Their absence was attributed to 
the usual accidents that meet anyone, But 
later in the evening {tb began to dawn on 
some of them that there was trouble, and 
no doubt there is trouble, and very serious 
ab that. To tell the story of this firm, as 
far as the Times can learn, Thompson Bros. 
started in business with a capltal of $20,- 
000, which consisted of thelr notes en- 
dorsed by father and brother. These notes 
have been renewed from time to time until 
now. On Tharaday of last week Thomp 
son Bros’. representative appeared on the 
Brockville market, and by bidding beyond 
the Hmits of Brockville buyers, secured a 
lot of cheese. He gob at least $16,000 worth. 
At Prescott, the day following, the firm 
boughtsome $8,000 of cheese, avd what 
has been bought and handled of cheese, 
through the country, no one can tell ab 
present, Nob only this district, but the 
whole of the Ottawa Valley and all through 
Dundas, Stormont and Glengarry will 
suffer, in 

This cheese was shipped to thelr agent 
in Montreal and W. H. Thompson, one of 
the firm of Thompson Bros., went to Mont- 
real, Monday, sold all the cheese as they 
arrived there (or the balance sent forward 
on consignment) to his favorite custo- 
mers {n England. He ts sald to have 
taken the bills of lading and oa Wednos- 
day night's express woot as far as Bollo- 
ville, settled the note which had been en, 
dorsed by his father and brother, and left 
all those from whom he had bought cheese, 
with a few exceptions, unpald. There are 
no assets of any accounb. 

The probability 1s the firm will assign to- 
day or Monday and It’s a bad look-out for 
the creditors. The Thompson Bros. were 
{n Prescott yestorday.—Brockville Times.

Ont on the frontior,and genorally among

| borders of wildorness, life ts roduced to ita 
clomontal conditioos The passions and 
emotious of these grim huaters of the 
mountains aud thesy wild rough-riders of 
the plains are simpler and stronger thao 
th ev dwelllpg in more complicated states 
of aooloty. As soon ae cot munities became 
settled and begin to grow with any rapidity 
the American Instined for law asserts iteel!; 
bud lo the cariler ages each fudividual is 
obliged to be « law to himeelf, and to guard 
hie own rights with a strong hand. Of 
ovuray the traveltivn stages are fall of in 
congealties, Mon have nov yob adjusted 
thoir relations to morality and law with any 
nicunvas, They hold etrongly by cortain 
rode virtues, aud on the other hand, they 
quite fall to reoognize even as short 
comloge not a fow trite \hat obtain scant 
mercy tn older communities, 

Many of the desporadoos,the man killers, 
and road-agenta have good aides to their 





charicters Often they are people who in 
certain stages of clvillzatlon do, or havo 
dove, good work, bub who, when theso 
stages have passed, tind themselves sur- 
rounded by conditiuns which accentuate 
tholr worst qualities, and make their best 
qualitics usviees. The average desporado, 
for lostanoe, bas, after all, much the same 
staudard of mors«ls thatthe Norman nobles 
had In the days of tho battle of Hastings, 
and ethically and morally he Is decidedly 
In advance of the vikings, who were the 
ancestors of thes» sane nubles,and to whom, 
by the way, he himvelf could doubtless 
trace a portion of his blvod., Lf the transi 
tlon from the wild lawlessovss of life in the 
wilderness or on the bo der to a bigher 
clvilization » ere atretched out over s term 
of conturles, he and his descendants would 
doubtlees acooummodato themselves by de- 
grees to the changlog ciroumstances. Bat, 
unfortunately, in the far west the tracal- 
tlon takes place with marvellous abruptness 
and at an altogether unheard-of speed, and 
many amao's nature is unable to change 
with sofficlent rapidity to allow him to 
harmonize with his onyvironmenp. In con- 
sequence, onless ho loaves for still wilder 
lands, he ends by getting hung, Instead of 
founding a family which would revere his 
name ss that of a very capablo although 
not in all respects a conventioually moral 
ancestor. 

Most cf the men with whom I was Intt- 
matoly thrown during my life on the fron 
tler and In the wilderness were good follows, 
hard-working, brave, resolute and trathfa). 
Ab times, of course, they were forced of 
necessity todo deeds which would seem 
startling in citles aud in old settled places; 
and though they waged a very stern and 
relentless warfare on eyll-doers whoso mis- 
deeds had Immediate and tangible bad ro 
sults, they showed a wide toleration cf all 
save the most extreme classes of wrong and 
wore not glven to Inqalrlog too curiously 
iuto a strong man’s past, or to criticizing 
too harshly fora failure to discriminate in 
finer ethical questions, Moreover, nob a 
few of the men with whom I came In con- 
tact—with some of whom my relations were 
very close and friendly—had at different 
timesled rather tough careers. Thisfact was 
accepted by them and thefr companions as 
a fact and nothing more. There were cer 
tuia offences, such as rape, the robbery of a 
friend, robbery under circomstance of 
cowardice and treachery, that never were 
forgiven ; but the fact that when the 
country was wild a young fellow had gone 
on the road,—that ls, became a bighway- 
mav,—cr became chief of a gang of des- 
peradcs, horss thi¢ves, and cattle killers, 
was soarcely hold to weigh against him, 1b 
being treatyd as a reyutable, bat certaloly 
not thamoful, treituf youth. He was re- 
garded by bis nelghbors with the same 
kindly tolerance which respectable medio- 
val Scoth borderers doubtless extended to 
thelr wilder young men who would porplat 
{n raiding English cattle oven in times of 
peace. 

Of course, if these mon were asked out- 
right as to thelr stories, they would have 
refused to tell them, or olse they would 
havo lied about them ; but when they had 
grown to regard o man asa friend and com: 
panion, they woald often recount various 
incidents of thelr past jives with perfeot 
frankness ; and as they combined In a very 
curlous degree both a decided sense of 
homor,and a failure to appreciate that there 
was anything especially remarkable {2 what 
they related, tholr tales were always ontor- 
talning. 

Early one spring, vow nearly ten years 
8go, I was oud hunting some lost horses, 
They had strayed from the ravch three 
months before, and we had in a round- 
about way heard that they were ranging 
near some broken country where a man 
named Brophy had a ranch, nearly fifty 
miles from my own, When I started to go 
thither the weather was warm, but the 
second day out lt grew colder, and a heavy 
snow-storm came on. Fortunately, I was 
able to reach the ranch all right, to find 
there one of the sons of a Little Beaver 
ranchman, and a young cow punchor be- 
longing toa Texas out-fit, whom 1 knew 
very well. After putting my horse Into the 
corral, and throwing him some hay,[ strode 
into the low hut, mado partly of turf and 
partly of cottonwood logs, aud ppeedily 
warmed mysolf before the fire. Wo hada

Keacuing partion are hard at work, and 
four bodies baye been recovered and 
brought to the surface, 

The pit is badly blocked with fallon roek, 
dirt and timbers, and the progress of the 
rescuing party is therefore #.ow. 

[t is feared that the mon who escaped 
loath in the explosion of firedamp will be 
| suffocated by the choke-damp unless 

spocdily rescued. 

Cousiderable trouble is experienced in 
keeping those'having relatives or friends in 
the mine from interfering with the work of 
tho resouors. 

The day 
early this morning. The ventilation was 
reported good. All went well until noon, 
when the workers at the pit’s mouth were 
startled by a muffled explosion and by 
clouds of dense smoke rolling up the main 
shaft. 
~ They tried to communicate with tho 
workingmen, but found that the interior 
had been out off trom tho shaft, 

Tho pit managers organized an exploring 
party and descended slowly through the 
smoke. They were driven Back repeatedly 
and eventually gave up the purpose of 
pénetrating to the working before the fuel 
g4s should be cleared away, 

After taking out the bodies found at the 
bottom of the shaft, the rescue party wait- 
ed for several hours before making another 
descent, 

= About the middle of the morning they 
went down again. The gas had cleared off 
near the shaftand they wero able to ex- 
amine part of the working. The bodies of 
the miners lay in heaps. Many were sent 
to the surface, Unremitting efforts are 
being made to reach the few miners who 
may still be alive.

ENGLISH NAVY DISCIPLINE. 


Ballors Write [Ooncerning the Sinking of 
the Victoria, 


Loxpon, July 5.—Numerous private 
letters concerning the sinking of the Vio. 
toria have been received from sailors of the 
Mediterranean fleet. One sailor, who was 
on one of the smaller vessels, writes in rof- 
erence to Admiral Tryon’s signal: ‘Wo all 
stood amazed at such a signal, knowing 
very wall that thore was not room for the 
ships to turn, but the order had to be 
obeyed. Although the vessel was sinking 
under him, Tryon signalled, refusing boats. 
May I never seo such a caso of wholesale 
murder again, We saw the men fall in at 
command, four deep, on the forecastle till 
the water reached them. They then re 
ocived orders to fall in on the quarter deck 
All the time thoy never attempted to ge 
near the boats. This will show you how 
navel discipline is ground into people. The 
whole fleet could see the poor fellows stand

bringing about of reciprocity than to tell the 
Americans we cannot live withcut them. It 
would induce them to believe that they had the 
power to drive us to their own terms,” 

Now that he has no responsibilities and 
hungers for place and power, he declares 
that the country cannot continue to exist 
without reclproolty, What arrant hambugs 
he and his fellow agitators are.

Many farmors adopt tho plan of allowing 
tho newly out hay to dey at onoo ao It fails 
from the mowor, without putting it in 
cocks, Hay so cured {fs usually moro or 
loss bleached and does not retain the fine 
color and aroma which distingalshes hay 
of first qualltg, and does not command so 
roady a sale or so high a price.

The Aceuracy of the Tost Ie Questioned 
Deputy Minteter Lowe of Ottawa Is 


Confident There Ie No Vieuro-Paeu 


monin In Canada, 


Lonpon, July 5 In announcing hie de 
cision in the House of Commons lest night 
that the exclusion of Canadian live stock 
from Great Britain muat bo maintained, 
Mr. Herbert Gardner, Prosidont of the Bri 
tish Board of Agrioulture, stated that the 
lunge of the cattle in question exhibited to 
the naked oyo some deviations from tho dis 
ease in the home-bred animale 

“But,” he continued, ‘the history of the 
disoaso in North America shows clearly 
that the plouro-pnoumonia is as contagious 
and fatal theroas here, Therefore I have 





no alternative for the prosont but to main- 
tain tho slaughter of ali animals at the port 
of landing.” 

Mr. Gardner expresso] regret at the de- 
cision, but he could not disregard the ad 
vioe of experta who, after a careful micro 
scopic examination of the lungs of Cana 
dian avimals, confirmed the conclusions of 
yoterinary officers who ordered the inspec 
tion on the ground that the animals suffer 
ed from contagious plouro-pneumonia, 

Mr. Gardner added that ho was most 
anxious to give Canada the benefit of the 
doubt, but the opinion compelling him to 
place the Dominion under suspicion also 
compelled him to order, according to the 
statutes, that all animale be slaughtered on 
landing. 

It may be stated, however, that in Cana 
dian and Sootoh circles there is a disposi 
tion even now lo question the accuracy of 
the Government experts’ test, They base 
thoir dissont on the fact that the lungs of 
tne auspected Canadian cattle do not at all 
resemble thone taken from English cattle 
which had the disease, and they quote the 
opinions of Hunting and other ‘unofficial’ 
experts, who, after having examined the 
cattlo’s lungs, declared the discase was non- 
contagious, 


NO PLEURO IN CANADA. 


Depaty Minister Lowe ‘confitent Oanada 
Is Freo From the Disense, 

Orrawa, July 5.—Deputy Minister Lowe 
of the Agrioulture Department was shown 
a cable despatch stating that Herbert 
Gardner, President of the Board of Agri- 
culture, said that a microscopic examina- 
tion of the lungs of animals landed on the 
ateainer Lake Winnipeg had proved that 
these animals had been affected with 
Prine recamonls, and that the pro- 

ibition egainst Canadian cattle must 
be maintained. ‘'The despatch seems 
to be official,” said Mr. Lowe, ‘‘but for 
all that I am convinced that there is 
no pleuro-paeumonia in Canada, and 
also thatno oattle affected with pleuro- 
pneumonia had landed in Britain from Can- 
ada. Wherever the cattle may have come 
from they were not Canadian cattle, Every 
Canadian veterinary surgeon is of this 
opinion.” Mr, Smith is also of that 
opinion.” 

‘Any report from Sir Charles Tupper ?” 

‘No, we have had no report on the aub- 
ject. All that we know of the matter is 
from this despatch.” 

Mr. Lowe said that the British farmers 
were no doubt using every effort to main- 
tain prohibition against Canadian cattle, 


SIR CHARLES TUPPER CABLES. 
Confirming the Siatemisnt That Pleuro 
Had Beon Found, 


Orrawa, July 5.—A cable received from 
Sir Charles Tuppor confirms the statement 
that pleuro-pneumonia has been found to 
exist among the cattle recently landed from 
Canada. 

These cattle were brought from Pilot 
Mound, Northwest Territories, which 
points to the possibility of the disease hav- 
ing been brought into the country through 
laxity in enforcing quarantine regula- 
tions there in admitting settlers’ cattle 
without quarantine. 


MONTREAL SHIPPERS INDIGNANT. 


They Favor Canada Fattentng Her Own 
Cattle and Not Shipping Stockers, 


MontreaL, July 5.—The Montreal cattle 
men are not rurprised but they feel indig. 
nant over the cattle embargo, Some of 
then, however, say they are glad as they 
know just where they stand. 

Mr. C, Coughlin says now Canada is on 
equal footing it should abolish the embargo 
against American cattle, 

Mr, John Crowe says they could place 
100,000 stockers in the States, but Mr. W.

Lonpow, July 6.—The latest news from 
tho Ingram Colliery in Yorkshire, in whic h 
an explosion ocourred yostorday, shows that 
110 men probably perished. 

The work of rescuing the living miners 
and recovering the bodies of the dead is 
being pushed as rapidly o# possible in In 
gram’s colliery, 

Volunteers for the work of are 
plenty and the miners are working their 
way into the furthermost workings of the 
pit as expeditiously as can be expected in 
viow of the fact that they have to remove 
enormous quantities of debris from the gal- 
leries. 

Little progress was made last night, as 
the inner workings were still full of gas, 
and the rescuing party could get only a 
little distance from the shaft 

Bodies can be seon in different parts of 
the mine, but they aro pinned down with 
rocks and timbers, and it will take somo 
timo to removo them, 

The bodies of some of the men do not 
show ao sign of how death was caused, 
These men escaped the effects of tho ox- 
plosion, but were killed by the ohoke-damp 
that filled the mine. 

Late this evening the rescuers had 
brought 88 bodies to tho surface. Two 
men were brought up unconscious, but still 
breathing. Sx mon who had sustained 
no jnjuries \,. atever but had been im- 
prisoned behind a huge mass of debris wore 
also dug out.

Eight men and a boy have been rescued 
from the mine, All hope for tho others in 
the pit has been abandoned,

Panis, July6, —Mr, Phelps yesterday con 
tinued his closing address in behalf of the 
United States before the Behring Sea 
Tribunal, He argued that vations were 
entitled to omploy force on the seas, even in 
time of peace, if it was necessary 
to protect their Interests, Pelagic sealing, 
he said, had almost exterminated the ani- 
mals on which the sealing industry 
United States depended, There was no in 
ternational law that debarred tho United 
States from making the seizures negessary 
to protect the sealing industry, Tho right 
of protection extended to the open sea and 
even to the territory of a friendly nation 
under certaitt circumstances. As an in: 
stance in support of his contention on this 
point Mr, Phelps montioned the seizure by 
the British in American waters of a yvossel 
that was preparing to take part in theCana- 
dian rebeilion. 

In the course of hit remarks Mr, Pho'pa 
declared that the value of tho sealing in- 
dustry was tho chief consideration in the 
purchase of Alaska by the United States. 
Tho country has little other present or pro» 
spective value, The pelagic sealers inclu- 
ded many Amorcans who. were gotting 
their vessels registered. as British 
or Canadian sealors.

They are all English, and the British 
Consul was disposed to interfere in ‘tnoir 
behalt, but dropped the matter when in- 
formed of the nature of the charges against 
them, 

The Government claims to have evidence 
against those men showing they were form- 
inga plot to blow tp the Government 
buildings and then shoot down the annexa- 
tionists when they sheuld rush to the 
scene, 

A large number ot other persons are being 
watched by the authorities. 

Six or seven Luudred annexationists bave 
formed a ‘‘citizens’ reserve,” They are 
armed with rifles and have selected certain 
prominent supporters of the Ex-Queen, 
whose names are known, and markod them 
for slaughter in event of a royalist out- 
break. 

A member of thls organization gives a list 
of names of those marked for assassination 
and says that, in addition to prominent

Royal, St. James’ Palade, 

Tho wedding was a brilliant function and 
was attended by a large gathering of the 
mombers of the British Royal family, Con- 
tinontal sovercigna or their representatives 
and many members of *he highest nobility 

Tho weather was beautiful, and if there 
is any trathin the old proverb “happy is 
the bride whom the sun shines on’ the now 
Duchess of York will be exceedingly happy, 
fora more splendid day has seldom been 
seen in London. 

Tho occasion was made ono of national 
rejoicing und a partial British holiday. 
Great crowds of people gathered many 
deep along tho line of route from Buoking- 
ham Palace, up Constitution hill, through 
Picadilly, St. Jamos'-streotand Marlborough 
gate to the garden entrance of St. James 
Palace, which is situated on the north 
sido of the Mall. 

The decorations along the line of the 
royal Prnceears were profuse and beauti- 
ful. ‘he roadway was kept open by the 
Household troopsin their glittering uni- 
forms, RY detachments drawn from the 
military depots, by the Metropolitan volun- 
teers and militia, by Middlesex yeomanry, 
and by the police. 

Lhe scene was full of lite and movement, 
aud the coremony eclipsed in pomp and 
splendor any recent state ceremonial in con- 
nection with the British court. 

The Royal party loft Buckingham Palace 
in four processions. The first conveying 
the members of the household and distin- 
guished guests, The next procession in- 
cluded the Duke of York and his sup- 
porters, the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Edinburgh. The bride came in the third 

rocession, accompanied by her father, the 

uko of Teck, and her brother, Prince Adol- 
phusof Teck. The last procession was that 
of the Queen, who, accompanied by the 
Duchess of Teck, her younger sons and the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, drove in state to the 
ceremonial. Each procession was accom- 
panied bya Lifo Guarda’ eecort, and in 
addition to this the Queen had an escort of 
Indian, Native and Australian horse. Her 
Majesty rode in the handsome glass coach 
used at the opening of Parliament and on 
other apecial occasions. The body of the 
carriage, which is of Irish manufacture, 
was built in Dublin, is painted a dark color 
and its richly gilt panels are adorned with 
the roval arms. ’ 

The members of the royal family and 
guests on alighting atpSt. James’ Palace 
walked to the state apartments and subse- 


quently down the grand staircaso and 
under the color court colonnade to 
the seats for them in the chapel. 


Her Majesty alighted in the ambassadors’ 
court, under a specially erected canopy 
over the glass doors of tho passage leading 
to thechapel. Thence she walked to the 
Haut Pas at the north ond of the edifice. 
The spot was beautifully adorned with 
palms and flowers from the royal conserva- 
tory and carpeted with crimson. Upon 
the same platform seats were pro- 
vided for the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the bride and bridegroom and 
the other members of the royal family 
and royal guests from abroad. The mem- 
bers of the diplomatic body, incliding 
members of the United States ombassy and 
the other invited guests, occupied special 
seats in the body of the chapel, and in the 
royal and east galleries. Drawing room 
dresses were worn by the ladies, the gentle- 
mon appearing in full levee dress. 

Tho marriage ceremony opendd with the 
procession of the clergy into the chapel. 
This consisted of the Archbishop of Ganter- 
bury, the Bishop of Londo», the Dean 
of the Chapel Royal, the sub-dean, the 
Bishop of Rochester, the Hon. and Rey. 
Keair-Glunn, Vicar of Kensington, 
Canon Harvey, domestic chaplain to 
the Prince of Wales, and Canon Dalton, 
honorary chaplain to the Dake of York. 
Handel’s march from the *‘Occasionnal Over- 
ture’ was played by the organist as the pro 
cession came forward. While the Arch- 
bishop and clergy were taking their places 
the music of the march in “Scipio” came 
from the organ, and immediately the frout 
of the second procession, including the royal 
family and royal guests, came in sight, and 
the members of it were conducted to their 
seats as they entered.

The bride wore the veil which was worn 
by hor mother on the occasion of her owu 
marriage Her wedding gown waa ol 
silver brocade in perfect harmony with 
the bridesmaids’ toilets of white satin and 
silver Ince. The bridesmaids’ gowns were 
made with low bodicos and neither hats, 
wreaths nor veils wero worn, only a simple 
rosein the hair, Tho bridesmaids wore the 
Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
Princesses Victoria Alexandra and Beatric« 
of Edinburgh, Princesses Margaret and Vic 
torla Patricia of Connaught, Princess 
Viotoria of Schloswig-Holatein and Princess 
Eugenie. The Arohbishop of Canterbury, 
assisted by the other clargy, performed the 


ceremony, the bride being given away by 
her father. The magnificent gilt sacra

The Queen sat throughout the ceremony 
with absorbed attention, : 

Tho Duke of York responded to the 
questions in a clear voice, his answers being 
audible in tho fartheatcorners of the chapel, 
Princess May's responses could be heard 
scarcely beyond the royal circle. 


[he Queen was the firat to salute 
the royal couple at the conclusion of 
the ceremony, after which the Princo 


and Princess of Walos and the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck kissed the bride and con- 
gratulated the groom 

Mendelssohn's ‘*Wedding March” was 
played as tho royal family left the chapel, 
the united processions of the bride and 
bridegroom leading to the throne room, 
where the registry of the marriage Was at- 
tosted by Her Majosty and the other mem- 
bors of the royal family and royal guests. 

In leaving the chapel the Duke and 
Duchess of York led the way, followed by 
the Queen. 

On the way back to Buckingham Palaco 
from the Chapel Royal the procession was 
led by the oarriago of the Queen. Her 
Majesty, who was accompanied by the 
Duchess of Teck, was wrapped up ina 
white Indian shawl, She gave instructions 
that the carriage should proceed slowly 
in order that she might view the 
decorations, This gave the crowds aiong 
the route an opportunity to again soc Her 
Majesty, ond she was enthusiastically 
cheered. 

Following the Queen came the carriage 
of the bride and bridegroom. ‘The newly 
wedded pair were animatedly talking, only 
occasionally stopping their conversation to 
salute the crowd in response to the cheers 
with which they were welcomed, 

An immense crowd was assembled in the 
Mall, Bird Cage Walk, the upper part of 
St. James’ Park and in the vicinity of 
Buckingham Palace. Even in Grosvenor- 
place, back of the palace gardens, from 
which nothing of the procession vould 
be seen, people stood packed and jammed. 
Buckingham Palaco-road was also crowded 
as far as could be seen. 

Shortly after the royal party entered the 


palace the Queen, the Duke of York 
and his bride and the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck appeared upon 
a balcony. As they stepped out the crowd 
before them went wild with enthusiasm. 
Such cheerivg and such long continued ux- 
pressions of popular approval have 
seldom, if ever, been equalled in Lon- 
don. So prolonged was the ovation 
that «a chair was brought to the 
balcony and the Queen seated herself. 


She appeared to be suffering a little from 
the heat, andasshe sat in the chair she 
slowly fanned herself. Her face plainly 
showed the pleasure she felt at tho enthu 

siasm of the crowd. The faces of tie 
Duke and Duchess of York beamed 
with happiness, and they repeatedly bowel 
and smiled as the salvos of applause an 
the cheers of the multitude were repeated 
again and again. The Duchess of York 
looked charmingly beautiful. Slie carried 
in one hand a bouquet of Provence roses, 
orchids and orange blossoms. 

At 2.30 o’clock the royal party withdrew 
from the balcony toattend the dejeuner. 
The dejeuner was a very social affair, royel- 
ty for the time putting aside its preroga- 
tives and entering fully into the joyousness 
of the occasion. The toaste were drunk 
with all the honors, and nearly two hours 
wero spont at the table, 

During this time the crowds awaited for 
the reappearance of the bride and groom on 
their way to Sandringham, the Prince of 
Walesa’ country residence, where they will 
spend part of their honeymoon, 

At 4.30 o'clock the Duke and Duchess 
bid udieu to the Queen and their other re- 
lutives and left the pulace. They de- 
sconded to the street from the grand 
entrauce. An open carriage drawn by 
four horses was awaiting their com- 
ing. The Duke gallantly handed 
his bride into the carriage, and then him- 
solf entering they started for the railway 
station along the route selected, which was 
literally black with humanity. The car- 
riage was escorted by squadrons from the 
Life Guards and Lancers, 

As the carriage drove off the Queen and 
all the members of the royal family stood 
upon the balcony over the grand entrance 
and waved good-byes to the bridal couple, 

The Duchess of York had thrown aside 
her wedding dress and donned her going- 


away fade a charming conjection 
of white Irish poplin, embroidered with gold 
cord, The bodice was closo fitting, had 


broad seams covered with gold embroidery 
and gold beads, She carried a small white 
poplin mantle, with ombroidery matching 
that of the gown, and a small over. 
cape of costly lace. The bonnet was 
of gold work surmounted by a small closter 
of cream-colored plumes, Along the four 
miles of the route from the palaco to tho 
Liverpool-street station the royal couple 
received an unbroken ovation. Such enor- 
mous masses of people were never seen in 
London, The superb weather brought 
out nearly ararebot in the metropolis who 
could possibly leave their home or business, 
while trains from all parts of the country 
brought thousands upon thousands of 
people 

The main part of the route was guarded 
by troops. Mounted policeman rode in 
advance of the royal procession and cleared 
the way forit, The carriago was 
along slowly, which enabled the populace 


to get a good view of the Duke and 
Duchess. They both keptupan untiring 
acknowledgment of the salutations ex 


tended to them 

When the procession reached St, Paul's 
Lord Mayor Stuart Kuill and the sheriffs 
of London met it and presented to the 
Duke and his bride an address of welcome 


to the city. This ceremony was con 
ducted with muesh pomp and circum 
stance. Tho Dako is a freo citizen of

Considerable oxcltementd was caused a 
few nights ogo in Campbollford, saya the 
Herald, by Abrabam Wilson attempting to 
tako the life of hio eon ond daughter 
Wlison re ides in a l'ttle frame house io 
the woatera part of tho village. Hin wife 
and eon and daughter havo been Ilving 
with htluw for a short time, tho two latter 
belong of tho wges of 18 and 21 years re- 
epectiveiy, Tho family have been ro- 
united afror a long separation, and had oo- 
oupled tho house Jess than two wooks, 

Twelve years ago whilo thoy were reold- 
{ng in Kingaton, Wilson and his wife 
quarrelled over the marriago of thelr 
daughter, whose husband, a French Roman 
Oathollo, ho disliked, the result of which 
was that Mrs, Wilson loft him and thelr 
little boy Richard, who was then about 
alx yeara of oge, and wenb to work in a 
mill. Ina short time she moved to Now 
York State, and Mr. Wilson, accompanied 
by this boy and ono older, came westward 
and settled ln Oampbellford, where ho has 
resldod up to the present. 

1b was nut uabtl several years had passed 

that Wilson sought tv know whore his wife 
and family wore, bub then he could g3b no 
trace of them, and supposed she was dead. 
She, too, not hearing of him, thought he 
was no more, A few weeks ago, however, 
Wilson learned from ooertain parties fo 
Campbellford that latters wore belong sont 
by his daughter toa family here, and that 
In one of them was a photograph ot Mrs, 
Wilson. By a little cunning Wilson got pos- 
sossion of the letter and ghotograph and at 
once recognized the latter as the ploture of 
his wife, who waa residing ot Jamestown, 
N. Y. On the 12th of Jane he mado a 
trip to Jamestown, and accompanied by 
his wife and daughter started for Oampbell- 
ford, arriving here on Saturday evening, 
the 17th ult. The youngest boy Richard 
was ab this time employed ab Rednorvllle, 
Priuce Edward Co., and upon receiving 
word from his sister, he returned home a 
few days after their arrival, 

Matters wend smoothly for a shorb time, 
bub little differences arose between the 
father and the daughter. Durlog a quarrel 
between them on Thursday night last Wil- 
son bounced both son and daughter out of 
the house. The bad feeling thus bred con- 
tinved until the ollmax was reached, when 
he put Into execution the threat that he 
had been hoard to make that he would 
shoot thom, He had been down street,and 
soon after returning to his house shortly 
after 8 o'clock a nelghbor saw both the son 
and daughter rush out of the door and run 
toward the street. Just as the girl reached 
the gate her fathor appeared at the door 
with a rifle in his hands, and taking alm he 
fired at her. She stumbled and fell and it 
was supposed she was shot, bub she gob up 
and ran down the road screaming. The 
sop in the meantime jumped over the 
fence, crossed the road and was enterlog 
the gate leading to Mr. Burk’s premises, 
when his father fired sgain. The girl con- 
tinued to run and In her fear made a shel- 
ter of John Beattie, who was passing when 
the shots were fired, Wilson by this time 
had retreated to the rear of the house, and 
from there fired a third time Io the direc- 
tion of his daughter, as was shown by the 
mark made by the ball on the gate leading 
to Mr. Ooatley’s residence. The first ball 
fired at the davghter lodged in a post of 
Mr, Burke's fence on the opposite side of 
the road. While tho daughter was fleeing 
from her enraged father, she meb her two 
alsters who had just arrived by the traln 
from Oornwall, and were on thelr way to 
the house. The three sisters took refuge 
{n Mr. Andrew O'Connor's house, 

Wilson had made his escape when a con- 
stable arrived. Mrs. Wilson in her feeble 
condition was taken to a nelghbor's house, 
the son and three daughters soon jolned 
her, and they were accommodated with 
lodgings there for the night. The two 
visiting daughters left for thelr home the 
following day. 

Wilson {ts hiding in the neighborhood 
and may realst any attempt made to cap- 
ture him. He is a man of ungovernable 
temper, and there Is a general feeling of 
indignation against him.

THE GRENFELL TRAGEDY. 


Two Italians Charged With Murdering a 
Follow-Countryman, 

Reorwa, N.W.T,, Jaly 7.—The Italian 
musicians, Antonio Dejudio and Antonio 
Lucanio, were yesterday committed for 
trial at Grenfell, on the charge of being 
perpetratois of a horrible murder near 
that town. 

[t will be remembered the body was found 
ten days ago, carefully concealed near the 
railway track. The whole affair was 
shrouded in mystery. Inspector Constan- 
tine started o thorough inyestigation, with 
the result that he was soon in posses- 
sion of a Jarge quantity of evidence, 
sufficiontly strong to justity him in tele- 
graphing the Winnipeg polive to make tha 
arrest of the man named. The murdered 
scissors grinder left Grenfell at the same 
time as the two strolling Italian players, 
Antonio Dejudio and Antonia Lucanio. The 
latter camped out on a knoll adjacent 
to where the body was found, and 
in duo timo turned up at Broaysew 
the next station, and traveled on foot to 
Winnipeg, playing at Whitewood, Mooso- 
minand other plucesen route. But the 
Scissors man was never seen agaiu. A hat 
found on the corpse has been identified by 
the cook of the Granite Hotel at Grenfell as 
the one worn by the man who ground some 
scissors for Mra, Copeland, and the pants 
have been identified by another party. 

The prisoners before being taken to Gren- 
fell stated that they met the murdered 
man, Botteralla, at Seattle and traveled 
with him ucross the mountains. They 
further said: ‘Betteralla was traveling by 
froight while we were walking. Ho woulidl 
go ahead and we would walk on and meet 
in the towns where he was engaged in 
business of scissors sharpening” 

“When did you last meet?” 

“The last time we met was in Regina.” 

“Who left there first?” 

“We started first. It was the last time 
we saw or heard of Betteralla.” 

“Did Betteralla have any money?”

Masculine women are as much to be dread- 
ed as effeminate mon, although Halstead 
says ‘‘A masculine woman {fs much more 
endurable than an effeminate man, for 
though both are abandoning their proper 
sphere, bhe former seeks to rise above, the 
latter to sink boneath it. There ts an am- 
bition about the one, which, though it may 
be offensive, does not move our scorn; 
whereas there js a pitiful meanness about 
the other, which always renders it con- 
temptible.”

By no means am I on admirer or weak, 
dainty, butter-fly women, whose one alm 
and object ls to bedeck thelr persons, flat- 
ter their ornamental wings, and flaunt their 
beauty—beauty and Intellect are divine 
gifts, man has nothing to do with them, 
in possessing them he Is not a free agent, 
bub must take whatever ho Is endowed 
with, therefore how petty ts concelt of

man’s Rights’ question of to-day.

Fowr Donor, Ia., July 8 ~A cyclone lant 
evoning practically, deatroyed Pomeroy, a 
town of 900 inhebitants, in Calhoun 
County. Between 50 and 100 persons were 
killed and nearly 200 injured, Many of 
the injured will die, , The utinost.con{usion 
followed the advent of the storm, and it 
was noveral hours belora the condition of 
affairs was known 

A relief train was acnt out as soon as pos- 
siblo over the [livois Central Railroad 
with physicians, tents and supplies. Tho 
town was in total darkooss and the stree's 
were filled with the wreck of bomes end 
business houses, Tho scenes wore appalling 
as mon with lanterns went about in Lhe 
debris In some instances eutire familion 
were wiped out, the mangled romaine being 
found in the ruins of their homes, 

The cries of the injured were. heactcend- 

and the general confusion. was in- 

d by the wailing of the survivors who 
were separated from friends or who bad ro- 
latives in the wreck, The work of .ceacuo 
was slow and tho train load of. belp made 
little headway. The south half of the 
‘own was razed. There was no place to 
eare for the injured, and a church, which 
was just outside the track of thestorm, was 
turned into a hospital. 

The surgeons worked there by the aid of 
lanterns and lamps, Those’ with broken 
bones wera atretohed upon the pews, while 
others who needed surgical attention for 
leas severe injuries were compelled to stand 
or jie upon the floor and wait their turn, 

The doad were laid upon the ground ino 
yacant lot at the edge of the devastated 
district. Through the marrow ajsles lef, 
between the dead bodies, the survivors 
— looking for lost ones. In the cou- 

usion it was impossible to secure a list of 
the fatalities. Alltolegraph communication 
was out off, and trains could be only run to 
the edge of the town. 

The storm broke out about 7 o'clock. 
There wae dash of hail, « blinding flash of 
lightning and » deafening peal of thunder, 
Men and women ran. wildly about the 
streets shouting aud gesticulating. 

The cyclone struck, the southwestern 
aa of the town among the. acattering 

ovses in the outskirts. Roofs and shingles 
and sides of buildings were wrenched loose 
and thrown to ono wide. On the more 
densely pepaleted districts. the monstér 
swept, levelling all before it and leaving in 
its wake « cloud of splinters and wrecked 
homes, death and demoralization. 

Fifty-three dead, 75 fatally injured and 
150 with broken limbs; cuts and bruised 
more or less severe. ‘This is whab the 
térnado of last night accomplished in the 
matter of casualty. 

The town of Pomeroy is one complete 
wreck. There is acarcely a house left 
standing. About 15 acres of debris con- 
stitute now what was yesterday a thriving 
Village. 
Pomeroy is part and parcel of the prairie, 
the death-dealing wind baying left it barren 
and desolate. Scarcely a tree remains. 

Piles of broken timbers and occesional 
pieces of farniture are all that can be fotnd 
of what was once the largest buildings in 
the place, Two handred and fiftyrhouses 
were in all destroyed, andthe. money loss 
on these and their contents, is piaced. at 
$200,000. 

Everywhere about Pomeroy: to-day wert 
dead and dying. people, a.dozen men. were 


digging gravesin the burying grovndomthe | 


hill just north of the village, and the hearse 
was kept busy cacrying the victims o}. the 
storm to their lant, reating-place. Dovtors 
from a dozen or more places hurried through 
the street; and-in~ their” wake” followed 
squads of soldiers carrying coffins. 

Speoial trains from-all surrounding towns 
brought’ thousands who weré” ready” to 
take part in the work of caring for 
the dead, and, wounded. , Clothing, foodiand 
medicines were shipped in by the ton. Soon 
order waa brought out) of chaos. Relief 
corps were organized and things:were going 
along in a business: jike way. 

Last night in Pomeroy is one, that will 
never be forgotten by those:who were here. 
Darkness followed quickly inthe wako.of 
the tornado and those, who. escaped death 
and injury were,compelled to grope) their 
way among the ruined homes, guided: along 
by the cry-of some poor unfortunate who 
was pinned under the falling» «timbers. 
Almost every light of any description, what- 
soover was destroyed, and tha people from 
Fort Dodge and the. surrounding places 
who. were the first to reach the acene failed 
to bring lanterns with, them, . The search 
for the yiotims therefore was accossarily 
slow until morning, came. (It . was 
not till the first streaks of light-appeared in 
the east that the enormity.of the disaster 
dawned upon the people. 


They looked where once a city atood and 
saw nothing but a timber strewn prairie. | 


Every residence to the south of the railroad 
tracks had disappeared and the spires of 
soven ohurohesa in the place that only a fow 
hours before shot upward to the skies were 
nowhere to be seen. 1 

Dead horses, cows, cats, dogs and ehick- 
ens wero soattored over the ground. 

Pools of haman blood, mingled with the 
mud; at every turn showed where some 
vietim of the tornado had been tossed. 


Many Dead at Fonda. 

Fonna, Ia., July 8.—The tornado passed 
west and south of this place between 7 and 
8 o'clock last. evening, demolishing build- 
ings and groves, injuring many persons and 
causing the loss of many, lives.

Sioux Orry, Iowa, July 8.—A telegram 
frem Fonda states that five ontire families 
wore blown away at Alta. D. T. Miller is 
known to have been killed. Mra Gordon 
was killed instantly by the wreok of her 
house, and nothing can be found of the 
family of seven. No trace can be found of 
Ed. Sargeant and family of five. They are 
supposed to be dead. Sam Hersham, wife 
and two shildren, are missing. Mre, Hor 
sham was in confinement wheo the storm 
broke. All were blown away and are 
thought to be dead. At Quimby, a little 
town cast of Cherokee, many houses are re- 
ported wrecked, and at least two persons 
are known to havo been killed They are 
Mre. Warburton and Mra. Molineux.

Pomeroy, Ia., July 10,—The dead here 
now number 44 and the injured 108. Mau,’ 
of tho latter are badly mangled and suffer- 
ing terribly from their wounds. 

The work of burying the dead at Pomeroy 
has commenced. Thirty-seven bodies were 
laid away yestorday, 

Two hundred and eight residences were 
awopt complotely off the fnoe of the earth 
by the cyclone, and not a board is left. 
Hardly a residaice remains untouched, and 
tho business portion of Pomeroy is ao badly 
wrecked that it can be said, with truth, 
thet Pomeroy is no more. 

Carcasses of cattle and hogs are being 
cleared up from the rubbish and buried. 
Three companies of militia are on guard 
night uodday. As many fatalities resulted 
to those going into cellars as those who 
stayed above ground, 

The churches of the city were all de- 
molished and no servious were held to-day. 
The amount of damage done by the cyclone 
in the State is estimated at $800,000. 

Carloads of provisions arrived on every 
train to-day, and enough clothing to supply 
tho survivors is stacked up in the building 
used as the headquarters of the committee.

Friday Night's Disturbanoos 

New York, July 10.—A Paris special to 
Tho World says there were repeated con- 
flicts during the night between stubborn 
mobs on the one hand and the police aud 
the military on the other. The number of 
wounded was large on both sides. Five 
barricades, formed of overturned cabs and 
ompibuses, were captured during the even- 
ing at various points in the neighborhood of 
the Place de la Republique. The most im- 
portant were in the Place de la Bastile, Rue 
de Belleville, and Boulevard de Menilmon- 
tunt. Inthe Place de la Bastile ad omni- 
bus was burned. The police, backed b 
oavolry, carried the barricades without dil- 
fioulty in any case, but used sabres freely. 
Many revolver shots were tired and several 
prisoners had butcher knives. Tho munici- 
ps guards behaved more roughly than they 

ave done yet, They clubbed refractory 
rioters with muskets, and on the Quai de 
Valmy, by the canal, they charged with 
fixed bayonets. The dragoons carry their 
Jances now. Many cans of petroleum were 
found about the barricade in the Avenue de 


la Republique Thursday night. Tho pur- 
pose for which they were placed 
there is evident. Their bearers would 


not have hesitated to burn Paris. Sonic of 
the cans wero brought by women, anid the 
city is reminded that ‘‘petroleuses” still ex- 
ist. Itis not surprising that many timid 
ople think the city is to see another 
Bloody revolution, There are now 30,000 
soldiera under arms in Paris. The attitude 
of Premier Dupuy is enigmatical. His ob- 
ject probably isto settie matters bya dis- 
play of force without using it, He has re- 
fused to discuss the resiguation of Prefect 
of Police Lose until the operation shull: be 
terininated, which isa strange phrase he 
used in the Chamber of Deputies when 
speaking of the suppression of the riots.

1879 there hns been bub ilttie Ludlan fight- 
fog in the north, thoagh thore have beenone 
or two very tedlous and wearlsome cam- 
paigns weged against the Apaches In the 
south, Kyen In the north, however, there 
have beon ocosstonal difficulties which had 
to be quelled by the regular troops. 

After an olk hunt In September, 1891, I 
came out through the Yellowstone Park, 
riding in company with a sorveyor of the 
Burlington & Qulacy Railroad, who wasjust 
coming in from bis summer's work. It was 
the first of October. There bad been a 
heavy snow-storm and the snow was still 
falling. Riding a etout pony each, and 
leading another packed with our bedding, 
otc, wo broke our way down from the 
upper to the middle geyeer basin. Here 
wofound a troop of the Firat Oavalry 
camped, under the command of old friends 
of mise, Captain Frank Edwards and 
Lieutenant (now Osptain) John Pitcher. 
They gave us hay for our horses, and, with 
the ready hovpliallly always shown by army 
officers, Inelated upon our staying for launch, 
Afier lunch we began exchanging stories. 
My travelling companion, the surveyor,had 
that spring performed a feat of note, going 
through the Bleck Oanon of the Big Horn 
for the first time. He went through with 
an o'd mining Inapector, the two dreggipg 
acottonweod sledge over tho ice. The 
welis of the canon are so eheor avd the 
water so rough that It oan be descended 
only when the stroam is frozen. However, 
after six days’ labor 1b was accomplished, 
aud the surveyor, {nu concluding, deecribod 
his experlonce in golng through the Orow 
rereryation. 

This tarned the conversation upon In- 
dians, and {t appeared that boh of our 
hosts had been actors in Indian screpes 
which had attracted my at ention at the 
time they occured, both taking place amung 

| trites | knew and in a country in which I 
| sometimes visited, elther fo hontlog or 
when porchabing horses for tho ranch. One 
which cocarred to Osptain Edwards took 
placo atthe time when the Orow chile 
| Sword-Bearer announced himself as the 
Messiah of the Indian race, daring one of 
the usval epidemics of ghost dancing. 
Sword-Besrer derived his name from al- 
| Ways woosring a medicine sword—that loo 
, sabor painted red. Ho clalmed to possess 
magic power,snd thanksto the performance 
of toveral dextorous foate uf juggling, and 
the lacky outcome of certain prophecies, he 
deoply stirred tho Indfans, arousing the 
young warriors in partioular to the highest 
state of excitement. Thoy became sullen 
and begen to paint and arm thomselves,the 
Agent and the settlora near by growing so 
apprehonsive the troops were ordered to 
bho reservation. A body of cavalry, In- 
oluding Oaptain Edward's troop, woro ao 
cordingly morohed thither, cnd found the 
Orow warriors mounted on thelr war ponlos 
and dressed tn thelr otriking battlo-garb, 
walting on a hill for them.

A HOLOCAUST IN CHICAGO. 


PORTY BURNED IN SIGHT OF UELP- 
LSS THOUSANDS 


The Biromen Vere Unconscious of Thelr 


Danger When Blerce Flames Kuciroted 
Vhem—Compolled to Leap or Fall Into 


nm Ted ttot Voleane 


The destruction by 
| fire of the cold storage warehouse at the 
World's Fair veasterday resulted in the 
death of neatly 40 porsons and threatened 
the dostrnetion of the White City. 

The structure was 250 feet long, 150 foet 
wide and was constructed entirely of wood, 
| covered over with staff. The main body of 
the buildiog was 5 stories high 

In the contre of this rose the smokestack 
in the shape of a cupola, to the top of which 
Was alinoat 200 feet, 

The base of thie cupola was about 30 feot 
equaro, About 80 feet from the base of 
this cupola there was a baloony, from which 
another square tower rose, oulmingting in 
the mouth of the snoke stack where the 
fire was (liscovered Tho interior of this 
tower and around the smoke atack were 
wooden beams and framework on which the 
ataff covering was lnid 

Tt was at the top of this cupola that tho 
fire was discovered. It was supposed that 
the framework around the mouth of the 
huge chimney cauglit trom a defect in the 
fluo, At first it appeared to be an insignifi- 
cant alfuir, bué knowing the inflammable 
nature of the structure Fire Marshal Mur- 
phy. who had charge of the fire depart- 
ment on the ground, sentin a call for all 
oompanies to turn out, 

With about 40 af his men he climbed the 
stationary ladders inside the tower to the 
balcony and from there ropes were lowered 
to haul up the hose. 

Only one hose, that of a chemical engine, 
had been luuled up, when a guet of wind 
caused the flames to break out in an alarm- 
ing manner about 10 feet from the top of 
the cupola. Meantime the fire had eaten 
its way down through the network of tim- 
bers inside the structure, and unconscious 
of their danger the firemen wero standing 
as it wore on the shell of burning volcano. 


Cricaco, July 11 





Not ope of the tens of  thou- 
sands of interested spectators who had 
gathored 


from all parts of the grounds 
had any intimation of the perilous position 
in which the firemen were then standing. 
The fire had been burning scarcely 20 
minutes and the firemen were pulling and 
hauling atthe ropes, when suddenly the 
flames burst out around the basv of the 
cupola in a perfect hell. 

So sudden and so furious was the out- 
break ond so terrible was tho spectacle 
that for the moment the crowd 
stood there transfixei with horror. Strong 
men wrung their hands in a hysterical 
manner, and scores of women fainted, All 
alike were powerless to aid the unfortunate 
men imprisoned onthe balcony 150 feet 
from the ground. 

All the copes, save one on the north side 
of the tower, was burned away in an 
instant. The hose from the chemical engine 
withstood the heat, however, and springing 
forward, John Davis caught hold of it, and 
slid downto the main roof of the ware- 
house where he fainted away. 

His faco and hands were terribly burned 
by the flames which enveloped his body as 
he came down, He was taken to the hos- 
pital where he was cared for and tho physi- 
cians say he will recover, 

Two of his fellow firemen attempted to 
follow him but before they were half way 
down the base gave wan and they dropped 
into the seething mass of fire and were loat 
and the multitude below gave utterance to 
a groan of sickening horror. 

Another of the imprisoned men started 
down the rope on the north sido of the 
tower, and had almost reached tho roof 
when it gave way and he fell, striking on 
his head. He was instantly killed. There 
remained accerding to the count of various 
spectators from 25 to 30 men in the tower. 
They were hopelessly beyond the reach of 
help, The longest ladder fell short of 
reaching them by a full 30 feet, Death of 
tho most awful kind was fast fast ap- 
proaching. 

At this terrible moment Capt, Fitzger- 
uld’s tall form and white helmet appeared 
in front of the mon who were “huddled to- 


gether on the narrow balcony. He 
appeared to be addressing his 
brave followers. What he said 


will probably never be known, for he alone 
of all the men around him at that moment 
escaped alive, and his injuries are 
such that it is doubtful if he will 
ever recover consciousness. As he ceased 
to speak one of the men orept around 
the burning balcony to the east and return- 
ed a monient later with a rope that had 
been left thers in the excitement, It was 
was hastily fastened to the railing around 
the baleony and thrown te the roof. 

Capt. Fitzpatrick pointed to it, what he 
said no one knows. The foremost man 
seized it and stacted to slide down, but ere 
he was halfway the croel flames rolled up 
and he was swallowed into the mouth of 
the awful volcano, Another tried it and met 
the same fate. Oneafteranother five of the 
men at this inorment aprang from the bal- 
cony tothe roof and were killed by the 
fall 

If any of them survived they wero burned, 
The rope was burned off about half 
way down and it hang apparently 
uuscless against a portion of the wall not yet 
destroyed. Seving his men jumping ‘ to 
their doom the heroic marshall seized the

A ladder had been raised, but was almost 
20 feet from the end of the rope. Ho dropped

Preparing to Aftack n Town With 500 


Men on Honrda Warelip. 


New York, July 11.—The Herald's Val- 
paraiso correspondent cables: 

A more serious turn has been given the 
revolution in Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, by 
the attitude of Admiral Wandelkolk of the 
Brazilian navy. The Herald's correspondent 
in Buenos Ayres telegraphs that the ad- 
miral has joined the revolutionists, and is 
now off the town of Rio Grande do Sul 
with a warship and preparing for an attack. 

It is reported that there are 500 mon on 
board the ship commanded by Admiral 
Wandelkolk. He proposes to capture the 
gunboats sent by Brazil to defend the town 
of Rio Grande do Sul, while the revolution- 
ary land forces attack the town itself, 
Through the co-operation of the land and 
sea forces it is hoped a substantial victory 
may be won. 

President Piexotto has ordered the 
cruiser Republica to proceed immediately 
to Rio Grande do Sul and give battle to 
the rebellious admiral, The wires have 
been cut, and some days may pass before 
definite news of the operations at Rio 
Grande do Sul are obtained. 

The correspondent says that Admiral 
Wandelkolk issued a manifesto to the 
business men, calling upon the people of 
Rio Grande do Sul and other atates to re- 
yolt against President Peixotto, whom he 
calls a tyrant and not worthy to rule over 
the republic. 

Doings of the Iosurgents. 

A special to The Evening Post from Rio 
Janeiro says: The insurrection in Rio 
Grande do Sul has broken out again at 
Bage. Tho railway has been cut and the 
city of Rio Grande has been invaded by 
the rebela. Gen, Surriva, the insurgent 
leader, is marshaling his forces at Pelotas. 

The steamer Jupiter has been siezed by 
the insurgents. A hundred armed passen- 
gers led by the insurgent admiral, Wanden- 
kolk, boarded the Jupiter at Buenos, and 
when out at sea overpowered the orew and 
took tho vessel into Rio Grando,

~ If there ever was a plain and transparent 
pleoe of political humbuggery, ib Is to be 
found In the last dodge of Sir Oliver Mow- 
at, in shanting the question of prohibition 
from his own shoulders to that of the peo- 
ple, in the form of a plebiscite, and that too 
ab the direct expense of tho people through 
thelr muniolpalities, 
No one knows better than Mr. Mowat 
that the expense to which he Is putting 
every muniolpality in Ontarlo, will result 
{n nothing. Supposing the majority of the 
electors vote in favor of immediate prohibl- 
tlon, what then? Mr. Mowat told the mem- 
bers of the House of Assembly at Its last 
session, that {b was doubtful whether the 
Ontario Parliament under the Confederation 
, Aot had the power to deal with the question. 
_ Why then tamper with ft, antil the ques- 
tion has been authoritatively declded where 
the power lles—tn the local, or federal par- 
Mament? The truth ls, Mr. Mowat wanted 
to get rid of the question until after the 
next electlon, when he hopes to be safely 
ensconced in power for another four years. 
This, however, {3 not the only objection 
to hls scheme, and we are pleased to see 
that the manilolpalities appreciate his tac- 
tlos, and are condemning them in proper 
language, as will be seen by the action taken 
by the County Vounocll of the United Ooun- 
tles of Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry— 
composed, says the Cornwall Standard of 
late date, ‘‘of some forty-four members 
about equally divided politically.” Thisunit- 
ed body of Conervatives and Liberals passed 
a resolution severely censuring the Mowat 
Goverrment for the useless expense they 
have imposed upon the taxpayers of the 
province in connection with their probibl- 
tlon fiasco, without a word being sald In 
defence of the Government's course. Thore 
- oan be no room for doubt as to tho trend 
of public opinion on the subject, Many of 
the members of the Oouncil are ardent 
Reformers, men who have always support- 
ed Sir Oliver Mowat and have ever been 

ready to uphold the action of his Govern- 
ment, but on this occasion they were dumb. 
The majority of them voted for the resolu- 
tlon, thus openly expressing their condem- 
nation of the purposeless waste of money, 
while a few remained {n thelr soata, giving 
by thelr silence a tacit endorsation of the 
views expressed. The resolution puts the 
matter so clearly that there could have 

_ been no misunderstanding as to {ts pur- 
port. I6 ts as follows : 

Moved by Mr. F. D. McNaughton, sec- 
onded by Mr. James Martin, that whereas 
the taxes pald by the people of these 
United Counties are now as high as we can 
afford to sy suaxetors this Council hereby 

_ records its pproval of the action of the 
Ontarlo Government in placing the ox- 
pense of taking the pleblacite on prohibi 
tlon apon the municipalities ; and 
this Oounoll, although in favor of 
prohibition, is of opinion that the Pro- 
vinolsl Government, which claims to have 
asurplus of between $5,000,000 and $6,- 
000,000 at {ts command besides other large 
sources of Income, should pay the expense 
of the plebiscite, and that munio!palities 
should not be asked or compelled by legis- 
lation to do so, and we consider It still more 

Unjast that this expense should be placed 

on the municipalities without some definite 

promise that prohibition will be granted in 
case of the majority voting for it 

**And that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the Provinolal Government,” 

Resolutions of similar import have been 
passed by séveral of the Patrons of In- 
dustry lodges. The farmers will not be 
hoodwinked by such trickery as the Mowat 

Government have resorted’to In their effort 

to shirk the responalbillty of dealing with 
_ the temperance question, and they will not 

tamely aubmit to this heavy addition to the 

excessive burden of taxation already Im- 

posed upon them by the Provincial Gov- 

ernment for the payment of officlals, many 
of whom sre party-hoolers appointed to 
positions as a reward for their corropt ser 
vices. Ifthoro were any assurance that the 

Government would give effect to the wishes 

of the majority, |f prohibition ts carriedatthe 
polls, there might be some ground upon 
which the friends of the Mowat Adminis- 
tration could endeavor to justify tho action 
taken.

Agriculture 


Deputation to Mr, Gardner 


Lonpon, July 14 A Scottish deputation 
hold a mevtingin this city yesterday, the sub 
ject under discussion being the schedule of 
Canadian cattle 

The meeting was in favor of carrying on 
1 Vigorous agitation on this question, aud 
previous to their interview with Mr. Hoer- 
hort Garduer some speeches wore mado, 

Sic Charles Tuppec was present and he 
made a long speech, In bis usual out- 
spokeu manner, Sir Charlos fiercely at- 
tacked the British Board of Agriculture. 
He said the Dominion of Canada’s cattle 
interests were vot receiving fair treatment, 
In fact, those inte resta were being sacri- 
ficed Lo a mistaken opinion of professional 
oxperts, 

Sir Charlos protested against the whole 
policy of the Government regarding this 
important British:Canadian interest, It 
was unfair, he said, to place such an issue 
at the merey of three veterinary surgeons, 
Some relief must be found. Is seemed im- 
possible that such an anomalous condition 
of things should exiat. 

Sir Charles’ remarks were loudly cheered. 

The Earl of Aberdeen then introduced 
the deputation, which included several 
members of Parliament, to the President of 
the Board of Agricultare.

These speakers maintained that the action 
of the Board of Agriculture had been such 
as to bring upon it discreditin Scotland and 
in the north of England, 

“What cattle on the face of the earth,” 
said one speaker indignantly, ‘‘could stand 
the rigorous test applied to Canadian cattle 
this season?” 

The persistence of the British authori- 
ties in their attempts to discredit the Cana- 
dian cattle, the delegates said, traders 
were most determined and the tests ap- 
plied were out of all proportion to the pre- 
cautions called for in view of the favorable 
reporis from the Dominion of Canada’s 
trustworthy veterinary surgeons, 

Mr. Herbert Gardner, Presidont of the 
British Board of Agriculture, listened at- 
tentively to Lord Abordeen’s speech and 
patiently to those of the Scotch delegates, 
whose language, it may be said, at times 
bordered on the intemperate. The presi- 
dent of tho Board of Agriculture deeply re- 
pretted the necessity for the cattle embargo, 
Unlike his predecessor, Mr. Chaplin, he 
declared he had not the slightest sympathy 
with the idea that the schedule should be 
kept in foree permanently

\ Mest Shore Train Ruos Into an Open

The opponing factions have each formed a 
camp about two miles from Apia, and 
skirmishes occasionally gecur.

Both leaders refuse 
to hold any district neutral.

Mr, Sexton thereupon intimated that he 
would take the first chance that presented 
itself to obtain the judgment of the House 
on the conduct of Mr. Mellor. 

Tho House then went into Committee of 
the Whole for the further discussion of 
clause 9 of the Home Rule bill. The de- 
bate was marked by un attack on Mr, 
Gladstone by a member of his own party. 

Mr. Robert Wallace, Liberal, was op- 
posed to the withdrawal of the ‘fin and 
out” sub-section of clause 9, inpouncement 
of which was made by Mr, Gladstone yes- 
terday, and he spoke at length againat the 
course of the Prime Minister. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere said that he ad- 
vocated the total exclusion of the Irish from 
the Imperial Parliament, but he added he 
would take no course that would tend to 
wreck the bill. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the Liberal- 
Unionist leader, charged Mr. Gladstone 
with deceiving the country and with break- 
ing his publicly expressed pledge against 
the retention of the power of the Irish 
members to disouss all affairs of policy and 
to vote thereon. The Government, Mr 
Chamberlain declared, wos now unmasked, 
and he, speaking on behalf of the Liberal- 
Unionists, challenged it to appear before 
the country on the issup raised. 

Mr, Chamberlain's remarks were greeted 
with cheers by the Opposition. 

Between 9 and 10 o'clock the galleries of 
the House were crowded with persons 
eager to watch the work of the Government 
in forcing through clauses 9, 18, 19, 22, 23, 
24, 25 and 26 of the Home Rale Bill. The 
peers’ gallery was filled oven earlier. Con- 
spicuous amoog the visitors was William 
Lecky, 

At 10 o'clock Chairman Mellor applied 
the closure to the debate on an amendment 
proposing the omission of the “tin and out” 
provision, which forbids Irish members of 
the Imperia!

This was such an 
obvious steal that the other depositors be 
came enraged, A inecting of the depositors 
was held, at which it was explained that 
the small depositors, the hundred-pound 
men, aod ao on, had been awindled The 
meeting gol ver warm finally the 
chairman had to flee for his life 

The Government made ao to 
quarantes depositors balf and to make ad 
vances at a percentage, the depositors to 
taxe the other half in stock, but this was 
not assented to 

When appealed to Sir George Dibbe Inid 
the blame of all the trouble on the working 
meno He said 

**Employers cannot afford to hire labor 
now. Fou have not recognized what is the 
root of the matter, Tho real thing ia that 
the men have advanced the rate of wageato 
such a price that nobody can afford to em 

loy them. What we want to get at is this: 
Will the people riso to the difficulty of the 
position and help themselves? Look at the 
howling mob around Sydney ready to throw 
stones at any man for what I am saying 
now. L[shall have to account some day to 
some mob who will try to make me turn 
away from telling them wholesome truths 
You tell them that they are to blame und 
they will jump down your throat. 

** IT will help to create no more Govoru- 
ment institutions until these people come to 
their senses and recognize that they must 
meet the omployers of labor, not by putting 
a pistol at their heads and saying we want 
so-aud #0 and nothing Ihas, Until they come 
to thoir senses and, seeing that every mau 
in the colony is being reduced, recognize 
that they must be reduced to meet the 
times, until they rocognize that, and until 
you recognize that, all I van say is that you 
are only covering with a thin veil a sore 
which you have not got rid of.” 

Thomas Dibbs stood on the steps of the 
bank at Sydney, while behind him on the 
door was the ominous notice of the suspen 
sion of payment, He attempted to address 
the mob that had eatirely stepped traffic in 
the broad street, but they would not listen 
tohim. Stones were thrown, and but for 
his hasty exit through an alley his life 
would likely have paid the forfeit. The 
iront of the bank building was considerably 
damaged. 

In Melbourne, where the wrath of the 
mobs turned against the building societies, 
Thomas Monroe, a director of the People's 
Savings Bank, was caught on the street and 
beaten nearly to death,and the offices of the 
bank were wrecked. 

The attention of the people of Brisbane 
has been turned from the financial troubles, 
for the time being, by the horrible prospect 
of another great flood. When the Warri- 
inoo left the water was higher than the 
level reached by the great tlood of 1890. 
Nearly all the wholesale warehouses had 
their cellars and basements flooded, but 
owing to the precautions takon the dam ge 
tu goods will not be great, 

The low-lying portions of the streets were 
under water, especially in South Brisbane. 
There were several feet of water in Stanley 
street, tho principal business street, A 
large area of the low-lying suburbs were 
submerged and large numbers of people had 
to leave their homes. Four lives were 
lost, aud at Jimbor Station 2000 sheep were 
lost.

But the baths were 
not only places for washing and making 
clean, they were delightful places of re- 
sort; all sorts of pleasures were attached 
to them; there were gymnasiums, halls 
for theatrical exercises and for philoso- 
phical discussions, libraries, temples and 
academic games, where one attended be- 
fore and after bathing; and here one met 
his friends, discussed the topics of the 
day and enjoyed festivity, And although 
every patric an had his private bath at 
his dwelling, yet he patronized the pub- 
lic baths as well, even an eniperor there 
minglingg with plebians. Wherever the 
Roman rule held, even as far as Great 
Britain, the remains of their vast and 
bountiful baths are still to be found, 

If a people however lofty in the pleas- 
urable arts, who had notin any degree 
reached either our moral or scieutitic 
point, could so honorthe public bath, it 
seems strange that 1 should receive so 
little favor’ afiong ourselves, especially 
when it is not hot splendor that is ieed- 
ed, but merely tubs and towels and soap 
and water, aud seeing that it is as neces- 
sary to the skin to-day as it was Uion- 
sands @f years ago. Many of our dis- 
eases now may be traced to the absence 
of bathing, many fevers and conta sions 
among the lower classes, which, if bachs 
were mude convenient and easy of ac- 
cess, might be kept under or extermin- 
ated. ‘Those who have cold sleeping 
rooms, and no hot water at hand, are 
very apt to let the whole matter go by 
the board till they almost forget there is 
such a practice as that of bathing und 
they think they have fulfilled all 
requirements by rinsing the front 
of their faces and washing their 
hands. If the skin, loaded with exuvia 
and impurities, is unable to perform: its 
excretory office and throws all the work 
that it ought to do upon the interior or- 
gans till, overworked, they fail and mor- 
tal illness foliows, it is the neglect of the 
bath thatis at fuult. If our town do 
nct feel at liberty to use the pub.ic re- 
sources for the crection of bath houses 
of the simplest Character possible it 15 to 
be hoped that the subject will appeal to 
our wealthy citizens, and while they are 
devising their property for libraries and 
homes and things of the usual sort they 
will remember the necessity and health- 
fulness of public bath houses, and, desir- 
ing the public good, remember also the 
old saying that ‘cleanliness is next to 
godliness,” 


Why France is Hostile to Germany. 


We hear it frequently said that if 
Germany would only restore Alsace and 
Lorraine to France the Frenely would at 
once cease to Le hostile to Germany, and 
the situation would be relieved of the 
strain. This is « mistake, If Alsace 
and Lorraine ere thus restored the 
French would take it as a demonstra- 
tion not of conciliatory feeling, but of 
conscious weakness on the part of the 
Germans, and the chances are ten to cne 
that they would then revive their old de- 
mand for the frontier of the Rhin 
the ‘natural frontier of France,’ 
themselves of the first opportunity 
Get it, and thus to wipe out the dig 
of their defeat in the war of I870 und

decisive fact would. still. remain that it 
was not alone the ac quisition of 
the two provinces by Germany, 
but mainly the formation of 
the German Enipire as the k uling 
power in central Europe, that has excited 
the bitter jealousy and resentment of 
France and of Russia also. The dissolu- 
tion of the German Empire, the breaking 
up of Germany into a number of com- 
paratively powerless states, is tho real 
object of their desire, and until this ob-

earthly hosts gazing upon heaveuly, and 
shepherds guarding their flocks afield,

A Seml-OMoial Explanation, 
PARIS, oaly 15.—A semi-official note to 
to-day explains the Bang- 

kok incidentthus: France, learning thas 
Eugland and other nations were sendin 
war vessels to Bangkok, notified the Siamese 
Government on July 8 of her intention to 
increase the French naval force at 
the mouth of the Menam River 
where only the pantens Lutin afforded 
protection to the Frenoh residents. In ac- 
cordance with article 15 of the treaty of 
1856, French men-of-war have the right to 
enter the Menam Rive: and anchr off Park- 
nam,but must give the Siamese Government 
notice to arrange for the anchorage in case 
of the intention to ascend the 
river to Bangkok, As, however, 
no other than British vessels entered the 
Wenam River, Slam, having object- 
ed to the presence of more ‘than 
one foreign vessel, France, while reserving 
her former treaty rights, instructed Rear 
Admiral Humann not to cross the bar of 
the Menam River, and notified the Siamese 
Government accordingly. 

The order was received too late by 
Humarmand the gunboats ascended to 
Bangkok. 


Gladstone Trusts in France, 

Lonpox, July 15.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday Mr. Gladstone stated in 
response to questions that the Foreign 
Ofhce had received news of the sscent of 
the Weinim River by a French fleet, but it 
had not heard of active hostilities between 
the French and Siamese. 

The Prime Minister added that he rolied 
upon the assurances on the matter given to 
Great Britain by the French Government 
being kept. Mr. Gladstone’s statement 
was gcceted with cries of ‘‘hear, hear.’’ 

Loxpox, July 15.—The Bangkok corre- 
spondevt of The Times says: Last night 
passed quictly in Inconstante and Comete, 
dropping down stream to a better anchor- 
age, where they remained all dav cleared 
for action. Neither the forts nor the gun- 
bouts were damaged in the skirmish yester- 
day, but one Siamese gunboat ran down 

| the French pilot boat, and it is said, sank 
it. M. Pavie, French Minister resident,

He states he is awaiting instruc- 
tions from Paris aa to the next develo) ment 
of this extraordinary position. The Siam- 
ese warships are ready for action and 4000 
troops are under arms around the palace. 
Tie city is tranquil, but intensely anxious. 
Other French and Evglish gunboats are ex- 
‘pected. British subjects are awaiting anx- 
iously news of the steps which England is 
tuking to prevent the great calamity ofa 
bombardment of the city. 


Germany Suggests a Solation, 

Beruiy, July 15.—The Vossiche Zeitung 
says that the only practicable way out out 
of the Samoan complications is to be 
found in annexation by one of the great 
powers and the removal ot the native King 
, ond dignitaries, England is suggested as 
the annexing power, 

It was reported yesterday evening that 
the siguatory powers have directed their 
men-of-war to co-operate to restore order in 
Samoa. 

The Kreuz Zeitung will express the 
opinion to-morrow that the situation is not 
favorable to Germany? Several weeks are 
likely to elapse, says this journal, be- 
fore the Evglish and American war 
vessels will arrive at Apia, and Germany 
might injure her prospects seriously if in 
the meantime she should attempt to restore 
order with her veasels unsupported by those 
of other powers. 


} UNCLE SAM AND SIAM. 


Tins No Intention to Senda 
Vessel to Bangkok. 


Wasutxoton, July 15.—The only official 
news of trouble between the French and 
the Siamese received at the State Depart- 
ment was contained in a_ brief cablegram 
from acting Consul-General Boyd at Bang- 
kok, stating that after an hour's engage- 
ment the French vessels had passed tie 
forts below Bangkok.

POISONER MEYER ARRESTED. 


Murdered Two People to Secure 87000 
Inasurnnoe Monoy, 

Dernrorrt, July 15.—One of the most no- 
torious criminala in America has fallen into 
tho hands of the police, and to-day at 
Chicago, New York and Toledo will begin 
a legal war for his custody, Two local de- 
teotives, guided by Detective Julien of New 
York and two Pinkerton men, arrested Dr, 
Henry C. W. Meyer at 123 Clifford-street 
on suspicion, 

Julian the Pinkerton men _ have 
beon on his track for two years and 
finally cornered him in Detroit, collect- 
ing in the meantime evidence which, they 
say, will cause Meyer to suffer the death 
penalty. 

It is said that Moyer graduated from the 
Chicago Homeopathic school in 1878, and 
his operations began o yoar later, when he 
poisoned his first wifo. Then he poisoned 
an old man named Gilderman and married 
tho widow, poisoning her son and finally 
herself, Meyér then moved from Chicago 
to New York, where he went into partner- 
ship with aman named Brant, thoir scheine 
being to beat the insurance companios, 

Brant was to take out heavy insurance, 
become sick and apparently die, a corpse 
being procured and used to get the insur- 
ance. Brant took some medicine to rendor 
him unconscious, and then it is charged 
that Meyer poisoned him, collecting the 
insurance, 

In somo way Meyer persuided an Indian- 
apolis girl to accompany him to Toledo, 
where he «also poisoned her. Chemista 
have analyzed the poison he is accused of 
using, but have failed to find out what it 
was. 

He is said to haye collected $7000, that 
is known from insurance companies, and 
the detectives feel confident there are more 
cases to hear from, - 

Although there are four cases opainst 
him in Chicigo, it is said efforts will be 
mude to send him to New York, where the 
case is alleged to be strong enough to wac- 
rant electrocution.

Evidence on Gand 
Moyer to the Chnir, 


New York, J@y 17.—Coroner Sohultze, 
Distriot Attorney Nicoll and Lispector Mc-

wife to the electric chair. They also ex- 
pect to have the prisoners in the Tombs 
within ashort timo, 

Mr. Nicoll declined to say anything 
about the chain of evidence that the prose- 
cution will present ifthe Meyers are tried 
here, Enough antimony was found in 
Baum’'s remains, however, to convince Pro- 
feasor R. Ogden Doremus that thirty 

rains of the deadly mineral had 
xcen administered, Tho analysis was 
very carefully made and some ot 
the . solutions from the viscera were 
allowed to stand for months, evaporaecing at 
low temperature, so that there might be 
noroom for error in determining what 
poison, if any, was present. When Prof. 

Joremus began his investigation he says 
he had no idea as to what poison he would 
find, 

There is strong reason to believe that the 
prosecution expects much valuable testi- 
mony from Wimmers, the black-bearded 
Swede who lived with the Meyers, while, as 
alleged, thoy were killing their fellow 
thief, Baum, by inches, according to the 
dotectivos’ stories, Just how Wimmers 
was induced to turn State's evidence 
no one connected with the prosecution will 
tell. 

“I have heard that Winmors is in prison 
at South Bend, Ind.,” said Dr. Simeon B. 
Minden tome. The doctorattended Baum, 
Visiting him 25 times in the last month of 
his life. Heis expected to bea valuable 
witness for the prosecution. 

“I don't know the nature of the charges 
against Wimmers,” Dr. Minden added, 
“but Ihave reasen to believe that it is in, 
connection with life insurance frauds, Be- 
sides his lodgings in the Baume’ flat at No. 
320 East Thirteonth-atreet, Wimmers had 
hired a room in Fourth-ayenue, The whole 
party fled so precipitately after they had 
buried Baum that Wimmers had not time 
to take his trunk away. I am not sare, 
but I think the police found the trunk 
afterward, 

Of course the mere presence of antimony 
in Baum’s remains will not prove that the 
Moyers’ gave it to him. Indeed, it will not 
show that he did not administer the drug 
tohimaelf, If Wimmers was ao partner in 
the alleged enterprise of killing Baum and 
saw Dre. Meyer and his wife give him the 
deadly drug, then his testimony will do 
much towards convicting them. It will 
tend to fasteu the crime upon them by di- 
rect evidence. In all the cases of murder 
by poisons hitherto tried in this city the 
evidence has been circumstantial. 

If Wimmers can show that Dr. Meyer 
and his wife actually gave Baum the anti- 
mony it will go hard with them. 

“Baum and Wimmers were with him in 
Chicago,”” Dr. Minden said/“'wheén, I am 
informed a litile plan was arranged to kill 
off man upon whiose life Meyer held an 
insurance policy. The whole party went 
rowing on the lake and had a fine time. 
The day was hot and sultry. Dr. Meyer 
had arranged to give the victim a dose of 
nitro-glycerine, Given in the proper quan- 
tity this substance produces death preceded

by most of the symptoms of sunstroke.

draught’ De, Meyer offered him while out 
in the boat.” 

W. E. Jobnaon, mortuary rogister of tho

TWO COMETS, 


A Junior Long-Tail Followivg 
Fellow. 


San Jose, Oal., July 18.—An important 
discovery regardiug the comet has been 
made at Lick Observatory. Photographic 
plates reveal the fact that the celestial 
visitant is not alone in its glory, but has a 
companion. The second comet is envelop- 
ed in the tail of the first one and shows 
distinctly as a nebulous-like condensation. 
{ts tail also merges into that of the other. 
Dr. Holden and the astronomers on the 
mountainare tnuch elated over the discovery, 
It was revealed by a photograph of the 
comet taken Thuraday. night by Prof. 
Hussey, and cannot be seen through the 
telescope. 

It seems to move in the sare orbit as the 
main one, or an orbit exactly parallel and 
at the same rate of speed, ‘The discovery 
makes more certain the theory that the 
Original force which throws out comets 
sends out more than oneat a time. This 
theory was before thought to be correot 
from the fact that more than one comet has 
been found in the same or nearly the samo 
orbit.

VaLertra, July 18,—The courtmartin!

Bourke, Staf! Comroander Hawkins-Simi 
and the surviving officers of the battle slip 
Victoria, which was sunk recently, opened 
today upon the Hibernia the fagebip of 
Rear-Admiral Richard 1. Tracey, Admiral 
Superintendent of the Malt a dock yard Tho 
president of the court-martial le Vice Admir- 
al Sir Michacl Culme Seymour of the cruiser 
Hawke, who euccoeded the late Vioe-Adimir al 
Bir George Tryon Kear Admiral Tracey is 
vice-president, Capt. Alfred Leigh Wios 
low, by order of the Admiralty, appeared as 
prosecutor, 

The regular trial opened with the reading 
by Judge Advocate Ricard of the first 
despatoh sent by Rear Admiral Markbain, 
whose flag was on the Camperdown at tho 
time of the accident, announcing the loa 
of the Viotoria to the Admiralty, and sub 
sequent despatches furwardod by the Rear 
Admiral. A letter written by Roar Ad 
miral Markham on July | was also road 
In this letter minor points in the despatohes 
wore corrected and the statement made that, 
in reply to Vioo-Admiral Tryon’s question 
“Whas are you waiting for?’ signalled 
after the Vico-Admiral saw that his order 
for the fatal mancuvre wan not being 
obeyed. Rear-Adiwiral Markham had 
signalled that he did not quite understand 
the Vice-Admiral’s order, . 

Capt, Bourke was then placed on the 
stand inhia own defence, Ho repeated 
tha story of the accident, Jn substance he 
anid thathe and Staff’Commander Haw 
kina Smith went to Vioe-Adiniral Tyron’s 
cabin and received thoir orders from him 
as to the manceuvres to be carried ou. 
t§Capt. Bourke repeated the conver- 
sation that then took place re- 

arding the distance trom each other to 

f: observed by the ships and how the Vice- 
Admiral, after having originally fixed th's 
distance at six cable lengths, agreod with 
the suggestion of the Staff-Oommander 
that it should bo eight cable lengths. 
Subsequently when the signals were set 
the flags designated six cable lengths, and 
when the Vico-Admiral's attention was 
called to this fact he said they were to ro- 
main so, Capt. Bourke added that he saw 
when tho ships began to swing to- 
ward each other that there was not 
sufficient distance between them to allow 
the evolution ordered, and that he asked 
permission to reverse the port screw in 
order that the ships should make a shorter 
turn, This was given him and subse- 
quently both engines werre ordered full 
speed astern, It was too late, however, 
toavort the disaster, The Victoria had 
turned 12or 13 pointa when the Camper- 
down struck her, 

Capt. Bourke described at length the 
efforts made to save the ship after the col- 
lision, descriptions of which have heretofore 
been published. He said that his dis- 
patches to the admiralty truly described all 
the details of the disaster. He had no 
complaint whatever to make regarding the 
conduct of any of the survivors, 

Capt. Winsloe, the prosecutor, asked the 
survivars if any objected to anything in 
Capt. Bourke’s narfative of the disaster and 
if they had charges to make against any 
one, 

All the survivors answored ‘“ nothing” in 
chorus.

Ourcstimate for the 
United Kingdom is 2,100,000 acres, the 
smallest acreage planted for half a century, 
with an average yield that will possibly be 
nearly os low as that of 1886, namely: 2689 
bushels to the hundred acres. 
_ “English wheat has declined 1d. on tho 
imperial average, but has advanced 6d. in 
London. In 40 firat-class markets the tone 
last week was firm and in 20 dull. 

“Foreign wheat was of irregular value. 
American red winter was from 6d, to 8d. 
dearer on the week. Caloutta wheat was 
6d. cheaper.”

that the Camperdown was delay- 
jug the manmuvrea.

turn her 16 points to starboard, while the 
Victoria would ease her belm and circle 
round on the outside of the division which 
was boing led by the Camperdown, 

Rear-Admirol Markbam further anid that 
he bad conferred with his flag lieutenant 
and captain and that both conourred in his 
assumption that the Victoria was to pass 
round to the outside of the Camperdown. 
Had this assumption been founded on fact 
the anm@uyre would have been attended by 
no danger, When he discovered that bis 
assumption was wrong he watched the Vic- 
toria’s helin signal with the closest attention. 

The rear-adoiral stated that he was cog- 
uizaut of Vice-Admiral Tryon’s memoran- 
dum in regard to discretionary obedience of 
orders wheu strict obedience would entail 
disaster. In reply to further questions he 
stated that when be saw that the Victoria 
helm signals werd not altered be ordered Capt. 
Jobnstone to reverse the Camperdowon's star- 
board scrow and to close the watertight 
doors in the collision bulkheads. These 
orders were conimunicated by Capt, Jobn- 
stone to the proper offlcersand were prompt - 
ly obeyed, Soon after Rear-Admiral Mark- 
ham saw thata collision was inevitable and 
the order to go astern with both ongines was 
signalled to the engine room, When the sig- 
nal flying on the Victoria was hauled down 
the Camperdown was powerless to avold a 
collision. 

Rear Admiral Markham also said that he 
Was not aware that the engines of the Cam- 
perdown were working at only three-' 
quarters speed, although the vessel's way was 
not lessened as he bad expected after the 
sigual to go ‘full speed astern” was given. 

He thought that if the order had been 
properly executed the damage inflicted upon ; 
the Victorian would not bave been so great.

ELECTROCUTED IN A BOILER, 


A Workman In an Electric Power-House 
Shocked Te Death 


Omana, Neb., July 20.—Obarles Ekman 
was killed at the oldvtric street railway 
power-house yesterday. He was working on 
aboiler that generates steam to run the 
dynamos. As the only opening into boiler 
is the emall manhole at the end, it is neces- 
sary to use artificial light in making repairs 
on the inside. This was furnished by ao 
incandescent lainp at the end of several

IN THEIR BEHALF, 


OR 


The Lesson of the Present Financial De- 
prossion=—Temptations Which eset the 


LDusiness Man—Folly for a Man te Sit 


Down io Mid-Life Discouraged 


BROOKLYN, July 16,—Rev Dr, Tal 
mave has selected as his subject for to- 
day a topic of the greatest interest an | 
timeliness, vie., ‘Comfort for Business 
Men,” the text being Insiah,40:2—"Speak 
ye vomfortably to Jerusalem,” 

Whit an awful six weeks in commer- 
cial circles! The crashing of banks from 
San Francisco to New York, and from 
ocean to qeean, The complete uncer- 
tainty that hus halted all styles of busi- 
ness for three months, and the pressure 
of the money market for the last year 
have put all bargain-makers at thoir wits 
end. Some of the best men in the land 
have faltered; men whose hearts are en- 
listed in every good work, and whose 
hands have bleased every great charity. 
The Church of God can afford to extend 
to them her sympathies, and plead be- 
fore heaven with all availing prayer. 
The schools sucu men have established, 
the churches they have built, the asy- 
lunis and beneficiary institutions they 
have fostered, wifl be their eulogy long 

after their banking institutions are for- 
gotten. Such men can never fail. They 
have their treasures in banks that never 
break, and will be millionaires forever. 
The stringency of the money market, 
I am glad to say, begins to relax, May 
the wisdom of Almighty God come down 
upon our National Legislature at 
their convening next month at Washing- 
ton, and such results be reached as 
shall restore confidence, and revive trade 
and multiply prosperities, Yet not only 
now in the time of financial disaster, but 
all through life our active business peo- 
le have a struggle, and I think it will 
be appropriate and useful for me to talk | 
about their trial and try to offer some | 
curative perscriptions. 

In the first place, I have to remark | 
thata great many of our business men | 
feel ruigous trials and temptations com- | 
ing to them from small and limited capi- 
tal in business. It is everywhere under- 
stood that it takes now three or four 
times as much to do business well as | 
once it did. Once afew hundred dollars ! 
were turned into goods—the merchant ° 
would be his own store sweeper, his own ' 
sulesman, his own bookkeeper; he would | 
manage all the alfaira himself, and 
everything would be v * profit, Won- | 
derful cbunges have come; costly ap- 
piratus, extehsive advertising, exhorbi- 
tant store rents, heavy taxation, expen- | 
sive agencies are only parts of the de- | 
maud made upon our commercial men; | 
and when they have found themselves 
in such circumstances with small capital 
they have sometimes been tempted to 
run against the rocks of moral and finan- 
cial destruction. This temptation of limit- 
ed capital bas ruined men in two ways, 
Sometimes they have shrunk down under ! 
the tempation, They hive yielded the ; 
battle before the first shot was fired. At 
the first hard gun they surrendered. | 
Their knees knocked together at the fall 
of the auctioneer’s hammer, They } 
blanched at the financial peril. They 
did not understand that thereis such a 
thing as heroism in merchandise, and 
that there are Waterloos of the counter, 
and that a man can fight no braver bat- 
tle with the sword than he can with the 





yardstick, Theirsouls melted in them 
because sugars were up when they 
wanted to buy, and wown when they 
wanted to sell, and unsaleable goods 


were on the shelf, aud bad debts in their 
ledger. The gloom of their countenan- 
ces overshadowed even their dry goods ' 
and groceries, Despondency, coming 
from limited Carte balasted them. | 
Others have felt itin a different way. 
They have said: ‘Here I have been 
trudging along. Ihave been trying to 
be honest all these years. I find it is of 
no use, Now it ismmuke or break.” The ' 
staull craft that could have stood the 
stream is put out behind the lighthouse 
on the great sea of speculation, Stocks 


are the dice with which he gambles, He 
Lought for «a few dollars vast! 
tracts of western land. Some man at 


the East, living on a fat homestead, | 
meets this gambler of fortune, and is ~ 
persuaded to trade off his estate here for , 
lots in a weste:n city with large 
avenues and costly palaces and lake 
pleamers Siioking at the wharves, and 
rail trains coming down with lightning 
speed from every direction, There it is 
aullon paper. ‘Tie city has never been 

built nor the railroads constructed, but } 
everything points that way and the 

thing will be done as sure as you live, 
And that is the process by which many 
have been tempted, through limitation 
of capital, into labyrinths from which 
they could not be extricated. I would 
not want to chain honest enterprise, I 





would not want to block up any of the 
avenues for honest accumulation that 
open before young men On the con- 


trary, | would like tocheer them on and 


rejoice when they reach the goal; but 
when there are such multitudes of men 
going to ruin for this life and the life 


that is to come, through wrong notions of 
what are lawful spheres of enterprise, it 
is the duty of the ministers of religion, 


and the friends of all young men, to 
utter a plain, emphatic, unmistak- 
able protest. There are the influences 


that drown men im destruction and per 
dition. 

Again; a great many of onr business 
men are tempted to over-anxiety and 
care, You know that nearly «all com- 
mercial businesses are over-done jn this 
day, Bmitten with the love of quick 
gain, our cities are crowded with men 
resolved to be rich at all hazards, They 
do not care how money comes, Our 
best merchants are thrown into compe- 
tition with men of more means and less 
conscience, and if an opportunity of ac- 
cumulation be neglected one hour some- 
one élse picks itup, From January to 
December the struggle goes on, Nights 
jcives no quiet to limbs tossing in restiess- 
ness, nor toa brain that will not stop 
thinking. The dreams are harrowed by 
imaginary loss, and flushed with imagin- 
ary gains, Even the Sabbath cannot 
dum back the tide of anxiety; for this 


wave of worldliness dashes clear over the 


churches and leaves ita foam on Bibles 
and prayer-books, Men who are liv 
ing on salaries, or by the culture of 
the soil, cannot understand the 
wearand tear of body and mind to 
which our merchants are subjected,

Again I remark, that many of our 
business men are tempted to neclect 
their home duties. How often is it that 
the store and home seem to clash, but 
there ought not to be any collision. It 
is often the case that the father is the 
mere treasurer of the family, a sort of 
agent to see that they have dry goods 
and groceries. The workof family gov- 
ernment he does not touch, Once or 
twice in a year he calls the children up 
ona Sabbath afternoon when he has a 
half hour he does not exactly know 
what to do with, andin that half hour 
he disciplines the children, and chides 
them and corrects their faults, and gives 
them a great deal of good advice, and 
then won Jers all the rest of the year that 
his children do not do better, when they 
have the wonderful advantage of that 
semi-annual castigation.

A man has 
more responsibilities than those which 
are discliirged by putting competent 
instructors over bis clildrén, and giving 
them a drawing-master and a music- 
teacher. The physical culture of the 
child will not be attended to, unless the 
father looks to it. He utust sometimes 
lose his dignity. He must unlimber his 
jo.uts. He must sometimes lead them 
out to their sports and games. The 
parent who caunot forget the severe 
duties of life sometimes to fly the kite, 
aud trundle the hoop, and chase the ball, 
and junip the rope with his children, 
ought never to have been tempted out of 
acrusty and unredeemable solitariness. 
If you want to keep your children away 
from places of sin, you can only do it by 
making your home attractive. You may 
preach sermons and advocate reforms 
and denounce wickedness, and yet your 
children will be c iptivated by the glitter- 
ing saloon of sin, unless you can make 
your home a brighter place than any 
other place ®n earth to them. Oli! gather 
all charms into your house. If you can 
afford it, bring books, and pictures, and 
cheerful entertainmeuts to the house- 
hold, But. above all, teach’ those child- 
ren, not by half an hour twice a year on 
the Sabbath day, but day after day ; and 
every day teach them that religion is a 
great gladness, that throws chains of 
gold abont the neck, that it takes no 
sprivg from the foot, no blitheness from 
the heart, no sparkle from the eye, no 
ring from the laughter, but that “her 
ways are ways of pleasantness and all 
her paths are peace.” I sympathize with 
the work being done in many of our 
cities, by which beautiful rooms are set 
apart by our Young Men's Cliristian As- 
pray God to prosper 
them in all things. But I tell you there 
is something back of that and before 
that. We need more happy, consecrated, 
cheerful Christian homes in America. 


Again, I remark that a great many of 
our business men are tempted to put the 
attainment of money above the value of 
the soul. Itisa grand thing to have 
plenty of money. The more you get of 
it the better, if it comes honestly and go 
usefully, For the lack of it, sickness 
dies without medicine, and hunger finds 
its coffin in the empty bread tray, and 
nakedness shivers for lack of clothes and 
fire.

The electric lamps employed by dentists 
and surgeons in the study of the human In- 
terior are tiny affairs made with the utmost 
care, so that they shall not irritate parts 
with which y come in contact, A 
special dental lamp Is about seven-elghts of 
an Inch long and somewhat less than three- 
elghts of an Inch {n diameter. It {s of one- 
half candle power, and {tis used to light 
up small cayitles In the teeth. A large one

{n diameter. It also is of one-half candle 
power. The tiniest of all {a che pea Jamz, 
which {s not Jarger than a pea of medium 
size and pear-shaped in form. It, too, Is 
of one-half candle power, and {s so amall 
that {t does nob serfously interfere with the 
dentist as he manipulates his implements 
of torture. Smalf pear-shaped lamps of 
one and two candle-power are also made 


; for use in surgery. There Is little heat 
___ from these small lamps, and the effect of 


thelr light {n illuminating human cavities 
{s marvellous. 

The hand, the finger and almost any part 
of the body may be explored by placing it 
between the eye and a contrivance supplied

The use of these lamps in surgery {s capable 
of indefinite extension, and the prospect Is 
that the phrase “black as the inside of a

It was humiliating to Ireland to be 
doprived of alloontrol of collecting taxes 
tor six yoars, Ireland's contributions in 
that period ought not to be more 
than one-quarter of her income. 
She did not want in future as in the past 
to be robbed because of her connection with 
Great Britain. Experience would show 
that the scheme was unjust A Royal 
Commission had been promised and it 
ought to be appointed forthwith. It would 
doubtless show the proposals needed 
great modifications.

Sir Edward Grey stated

demand was made. He oxpected early in 
formation from Lord Dufferin, British Am 
bassador to France, whose leave of absence 
from Paria had been cancelled and who had 
been ordered to return to his poat, 

When asked what steps the Government 
proposed totake to avert so serious and 
wauton calamity as the threatened blockade 
of the Meinum River would be Sir Edward 
replied that he could only report that the 
Government was most desirous of a friendly 
settlement of the dispute, He could not at 
present announce that any definite ateps 
had been taken. 

Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett (Conserva- 
tive), member for the Ecclesall division of 
Shetfield, pressed the Goverument to obtain 
an extonsion of the period granted in the 
ultimatum, 

Sir Edward said that he did not think 
that such interference would conduce to a 
friendly settloment of the question, 

This statement was greeted with crics of 
**Hear, hear.” 

Sir Ellis asked if the ultimatum might 
not become a fait accompli before Great 
Britain received France's answer 

Sir Edward replied that as regarde the 
only point really concerning Great Britain, 
namely, the territorial arrangements, the 
Government was still in communication 
with the Government of France.

England Will Not Axsiat Stam, 

Loxpox, July 22.—Important communi- 
cutiona have passed yesterday between the 
Foreign Office and Capt. H. M. Jones, 
British Minister resident in Bangkok. 

Vice-Admiral Freemantle, commander. 
in-chief of the Chinese division of the fleet, 
is hastoning to Singapore, where despatches 
trom the Admiralty await him. The great- 
er part of the squadron under his command 
accompauics him, 

Great Britain informed Siam yesterday 
that she could not.recognize any obligation 
to assist her, It is ovident, therefore that 
the Siamese Government must patch up as 
bestitcan most of its differences with 
France. 

In the territorial arrangements, however, 
Great Britain will havea voice. The exact 
nature of her demands cannot be ascer- 
tained before France shall specify more 
particularly than she has specified in her 
ultimatum, the boundaries of the territory 
to be brought under French contro). The 
ultimatum is notably indefinite as regards 
this point, Even Siam. iaatill in tie dark 
and her efforts to obtain light from 
M. Pavie bid fair to remain vain 
for several days. The vital part of tho 
French demand for territory may include 
the whole left bank of the Mekong River. 
This territory Siam will not surrender 
without astruggle, France has given Siam 
Awonth in which to withdraw from the 
ports on the lower Mekong. 

Siam manifests all willingness to pay 
France the indemnity demanded for injur- 
ies to French citizens and property, al- 
though the indemnity specified by France is 
far in excess of the damages, 


Expects sinuw Will Settle, 

Loxpon, July 22. —The Paris correspond- 
entof ‘The Standard mentious that M. Do- 
ville, French Minister of Foreign Aftairs, 
told the Senate yesterday that lie believed 
Siem would grant France satisfaction, as 
sho realized that France was able to exact 
compliance with the demands made. The 
correspondent continues: 

“The ultimatum was forwarded late on 
Wednesday afternoon. The substance, if 
not the text, was imparted to the British 
Embassy before the ultimatum was do- 
spatohed. Diplomatic etiquot preventa the 
pabtication of it until the period grantéd to 
Siam has expired. 

“I believe it ia incorrect to say that 
France claims tho left bank of the Me kong 
River from the point where it issues from 
the Chinese frontier. What France claims 
is that within a reasonable period Siam 
withdraw from the fortified points held on 
the left bank and from the islands to which 
France lays claim as having inherited the 
rights of Cambodia and Annam. The ex- 
tent to whieh the left bank will belong to 
Franee must be settled by a boundary oom- 
mission. This cannot be decided offhand 
by a diplomatic vote.” 


The Freneh Minister Delivers His Message 

Baxaxox, July 22.—M. Pavie, French | 
Minister, resident, handed France's ulti- 
matum to Prince Dovawonfac, Siamese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, on Friday. At 
the same time he informed the 
Biamese Government that in  oase 
Franoe’s demands should be refused 
he would at once leave Bangkok to board | 
the gunboat Forfait. The blockade of the 
Siamese coast, he added, would be deolared 
at once. 

The opinion is general here that Siam 
will offer to pay in full the indemnity de- 
manded by France. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether the French elaims to territory 
will be allowed. Much depends on the 
response of Great Britain to the offorts 
Biam is making to gain her moral or mater- 
ial support,

Kendy for Action, 

Lonpon, July 25.—The Bangkok corres 
pondont of The Daily Chroniole telegraphs : 
**The Siamese watships, which are auchored 
about one mile trom the French, are crowd- 
ed with meu ready for action. Their inten- 
tion is, in case tho French commence hos- 
tilities, to steam down and’tam the French 
gunboats, attompt to board them in force 
and attack the crews with fixed bayonets. 
The German gunboat Wolf has arrived.” 


Franoe Will Also Open Military Operntions, 

Panis, June 23.—The Liberte hewspapor 
says that France will seize and hold Bat- 
tamanbang and Angkor as guarantees that 
her ‘lemands will be satisfied. The Temps 
gays that, besides the blockade, military 
operations will be opened shortly. The de- 
tails of these operations are atill unde- 
termined. They will be sottled at a 
Cabinet council within a day orto. Steps 
will be taken in Indo-China towards serious 
action immediately after the arrival of the 
battaljon of the Foreign Legion. 


The English in Nangkok Are Disgusted 

Lonvon, July 25,—The Bangkok corre- 
spondent of The Times telegraphs: The 
irritation of the British colony is intense at 
the apathy of the Home Government. 


Dufferin at Ais Post, 

Paris, July 25.—M. Develle, Minister of 
Foreigo Affairs, had long conferences with 
Premier Dupuy yesterday. Only at tho 
Inet minute was it devided to impart to the 
prees Siam’s reply and the Government's 
decision. It is stated M, Deyello has noti- 
fiel Admiral Hamana to proceed at once to 
declare the blockade, 

Tho Soir says: “Siam concedes only the 
least important of the conditions put by 
France, Hler resistance is due obviously to 
Euglish influence, Develle would do well 
to speak clearly and firmly to Lofd Duff- 
erin,” 


Frenoh Papers Denounce England, 

Panis, July 25.—The Liborto says that 
the French gunboats probably will go down 
the river, shell and destroy the Paknam 
forts and then return to their positions be- 
foro Bangkok, to bombard the palace.

Will Reach the Lords in August. 

Lonpon, July 25.—It is now evident that 
the Government intends to hold an autuma 
session. As regards the present session it 
is believed that when the ministers realize 
how the obstructionista will proiract the 
discussion of the estimates they will either 
postpone the prorogation or cut the holi- 
dayssbort. Tho Unionists are very reti- 
cent just now as to their plan to drive the 
Government by obstruction to a premature 
dissolution. Although they refuse 
talk, however, they are as pug- 
nacious as ever, They are  arrang- 
ing for pairs during the period between 
now and Aug. 8. After the latter date 
they will begio taking vacations in batches 
of 60. Gibson Bowles, the champiou Tory 
amender, has increased the list of his mo- 
tions on the votes of estimates toan even 
hundred. Some 70 or 80 other Unionists 
have deolared their intention to assist him 
in this plan of obstruction. Mr. Bowles’ 
most enthusiastic supporter, Robert Han- 
bury, Conservative for Preston, is trying 
his beat at present to equal his friend’s re- 
cord in giving notices of amendments. 

When the Home Rule bill shall have 
passod tho third reading Mr, Balfour and 
Mr. Goschen will probably leave town for a 
rest, leaving Sir John Gorst, Financial 
Secretary of the Treasury under the last 
Salisbury administration, to lead the ob- 
structive campaign Ogainst the estimates, 
Mr, Balfour has been greatly fatigued by 
his incessant work as Unioniat leader, and 
bis friende insist that he must recuperate 
hefore joining in the second crusade against 
the Government. Mr. Goschen, although 
he has not borne the brunt of battle, is 
suffering hardly less than Mr. Balfour from 
overwork, Curiously enough, whilst these 
youvger men are breaking down under the 
strain of endless debates and divisions, the 
Grand Old Man, who has had twice the 
burdens of any of them, shows hardly a 
symptom of fatigue. 

At the advice of his friends, however, he 
probably will take «a short vacation soon, 
preparatory to pushing along the estimates 
with his usual vigor. 

Iu Ministerial circles the hope is that the 
Home Rule bill will go to the House of 
Lords in the fourth week of August and 
that supply will be disposed of in time to 
render possible an adjournment about the 
middle of September. This calculation is 
based on the assumption that the Govern- 
ment will not spare the closure, will hold 
the second reading on Sept, 16 or 17, aud 
compress into two or three sittings the de- 
bate en the third reading. The Radicals 
and younger Liberals are opposed to an 
autumn session and are secking to persuade 
the Ministers to prorogue Parliament after 
supply until December. 

Urgent whips have been issued in the 
House of Lords to remind the members that 
afull attendance must be had late in 
August for the discussion and vote on the 
Home Rule bill. It is uncertain how long 
the debate will last. The general opinion is 
that the bill will be discussed daily until 
midnight for one week, The Lords aro ex- 
pected to reject the bill by a vote of about 
10 to 1, The minority will hardly oumber 
more than 42, The Marquis of London- 
derry will move tho rejection of the bill.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer.

Deak Sin,—Posaslbly many of our oltt- 
zens do not know of a dolightful trip that 
may be taken with much esse and pieasure, 
viz , through the chain of lakes north of 
Peterboro, a dietance on the water of about 
40 m''es and extending through the varied 
ecenery of Seven Lakes, If any should be 
led by tho following few linea to make thle 
little journey tae writer is conyinved they 
would not be dleappolnted. Leaving Belle 
ville at 6 a.m, oue arrives ab Laketield 
at 9:30, which allows about an hour at 
Peterboro for breakfast. Taking the atr. 
Sunbeam, which firat passes through Lake 
Kstchewanoonk, where, at th's season of 
the year, one sees the lumbermen buaily 
engaged in moving the immense tows of 
logs by means of windiasses and horses, 
which are kept on the rafts, Then contia- 
ulng the journey through Oloear and Stony 
lakes, the Jatter with its beautifal islands, 
perhaps the most noted for camping and 
febiug grounds, thence to Burleigh falls 
and ‘pto Love Sick lake by means 
of double locks, on again through 
Buckhorn and Pigeon lakes. Ab 
the former, if 2ne wishes to enjoy the 
fishing, ‘s an hotel, which !s patronized 
largely by anglers. The Sunbeam termin- 
ates its journey at Chemong Park at about 
six o'clock. Here there ls a very good sum- 
mer hotel about 100 yards from the lake, 
standing In the midet of an oxtenstye nat- 
ural park of young pines. The alr is beau- 
tifnl, fresh and Invigorating, as belpg about 
160 feet above the lake, it is always cool 
and breezy. In returning, ope can elther 
take the “Sunbeam” again to the terminus 
of the Ohemong branch of the G.T.R , and 
thence via Poterborough home, or make use 
of the stage running to Peterborough, a 
distance of about seven miles. This little 
toar is fnoxpensivo, and need oaly occupy 
two deys if pressed for time, bat ib would 
be difficult Indeed to resfat the temptation to 
stay, acd enjoy tho restful ecenory, or the 
excellent fishing, to be met at every tarn.

bang, for working ruby aud sapphire minos, 
and whether in the event of France annex- 
ing those provinces, care would be taken to 
guacd Beitiah jatoreste? 

Sir Edward Grey, Parliamontary seore- 
tary of the Foreign Office, stated in reply 
that the Government was aware of tho 
mining rights beld in Siam by British sub- 
jects, butle pointed out that provinces iu 
which these rightea are held lie to the west 
of the Mekong River, and therefore 
wero not included in the territorial de 
mands made by France, 

Theo Hon. George N, Curzon, Conserva 
tive, asked whether France notified Groat 
Britain that she had established a block- 
ade of the Siamese coast, whother the ca 
tablishment of such a blockade would be ro- 

arded asan act of belligerency between 
) ake and Siam, whether the blockade 
had been or would be recognized by Great 
Britain, and what measures the Government 
proposed to take in regard to the matter? 

Sir Edward Grey replied that Groat 
Britain had received from France verbal 
notice of the _ intention of the 
French Government to blockade the 
Siamese coast. The blockade would oer- 
tainly be an act of belligerency. 

The British Government, Sir Edward 
added, proposed to continue its present 
protection of the lives of British subjects 
in Bangkok and of the property of British 
subjects, The Governmont thought that 
the value that attaches to a declaration of 
blockude cannot vary with circumstances of 
each partioolar case. 

Mr. Ourzon then asked, Suppose any 


British vessel, even a ship carrying 
mails, should ascend the Meoam 
River after Thursday, will it risk | 
being captured or red on by the | 


French. If so, what steps will the Govern- | 
ment take to mitigate sucha state of affaira? 
And further, when may we expect notifica- | 
tion of the proceedings of our Ambassador | 
in Paris? ' 

Cries of ‘Hoar, hear,” greeted the ques- 
tion. 

Sir Edward stated that any further 
communications he might make to the 
House must depend on communications 
now passing between Great Britain and 
France. Aa to details of the blockade he 
must state that tho Government had only 
just received noticeof tho factoftheintended 
blockade, He added he must ask that duc 
notice be given of other questions that the 
members desired to ask. 

Notwithstanding this requeat the Right 
Hon. Sir Charles Dilke, Advanced Radical, } 
asked: ‘*Will there be a declaration of war 
or merely an implied belligerenoy? Will 
not the blockade be astablished under pre- 
tense of what ia called a ‘'Pacitio block- |

Dafferin and Develle Meet To-day. 

Paris, July 26.—The reports current 
yesterlay that the French Government had | 
notified the various powers of ita intention 
to blockade the caast ef Siam were prema- 
ture. No such notification has been official- 
ly addressed to the powers. Lord Dufferin, 
the British Ambassador, and M. Devyelle, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, will) hold an- 
other conference to-morrow, presumably on 
the question of the territorial demands 
made by France upon Siam.

Shortly before midnight Detective Mo- 
Kenzie, in walking across the yard in the 
rear of the Albert Hall block, corner of 
Main and Marcket-astreots, stumbled over 
the body of aman lying on his face near 
the middle of the yard. Abt fitst ho sup 
posed the man to be intoxicated, but on 
attempting to arouse him discovered by the 


state of the body that he was either dead 
or suffering from some discase which causes 
the body to assume the appearance of death 
He investigated witha light and at once 
informed the police. The body was soon 
identified as that of Wilson. 

On the body thore was no sign of 
lenoe, and but for certain suspicious cir- 
cumstances tho oase would have been 
thought to be one of death from fit or 
apoplexy, or other natural caueo, The 
suspicious circumatanoes were that the left 
trousers pocket was found turned inside 
out, and his watch was missing, « portion 
of the broken chain being found near where 
Detective Mankenzie firat found the body. 
His savings bank book, found in bis pocket, 
indicates that on that day he drow out $50 
from the Dominion Government savings 
bank in this city, and it is also stated he | 
received about $30 from the C. P. KR. pay | 
car on the l6th inst, Yot the only money 
found on his person was two 10 cent picces. 

A theory that he was sandbagged arose 
from the fact that hia neck was broken.

My Dear Sin,—From the fact that 
Damesnil recelved an injary to his brain 
when a child, Dr. Gibson’s certificate and 
my own observation extending over a num- 
ber of years, | kaow Damesnil to be men- 
tally unsound and only in a degree respon- 
alble for hls actions. The responsibility of 
sendipg a man known to be a lunatic to a 
severe and rigorous prison for a long term 
for doing an act the direct result of bis 
impatred brain is something to shrink rom. 
What fs required in the case fs that he be 
confined in an asylum and prevented from 
doing harm, and with that end In view I 
sent him to the Central Prison for one 
year In order that he may be properly test- 
ed and, If possible, drafted into the asylam 
there to pass the reat of his life or until he 
shall be cured. With the present and one 
other exception the cases against Dumesnil 
were trifilog. In the former {mportant 
case he was simply a tool used because of 
his weak mind, He does not seem to be 
consclous of the enormity of crime. His 
case is a very singular one and worthy of 
the attention of specialists {n mental allen- 
ation.

Too 
much cannot be said against the soul sapp- 
lug, body demoralizing abomination of to- 
day. The make-up and contents of the 
cigarette generally found in the market 
and smoked by all olsases who “‘aftect’’ 
them bo day fs that of unripe or Imperfect- 
Jy cured tobacoo. This tobscco {is usually 


soaked in nicotlne,, which is largely impre- | 


gnated with oplum, stramohium, and bella- 


donna. The wrapper of each clgaratte is 
generally rice paper, whitened with 
arsenio, 


**It will readily be seen, therefore, that 
the main evil of cigarette smoking arises 
from the inhalation of carbonmonoxide, 
whish is extremely polsonous on account of 
strong affinity for the bemogloblin of the 
blood, which brings about cardica inhabita- 
tion and heart failure. Every day the 
papers are filied with some story of death 
by heart-failure from the excessive nse of 
olgarettes, and sixteen States, by legislative 
sotion, have prohibited thelr use among 
boys for this reason. It ls the daty of overy 
family physlolan to explain to those over 
whose health he has supervision, tho evil 
consequences of the use of cigarettes, and 


{t ought to be the daty of the secular and | 


religlous press to denounce thelr uso ab 
every opportunity, as in every case they 
bring about a necessary desire for elbther 
oplom or alcoholic drinks.”

Wikholm and Joboson, the missio 
aries, arrived in Sing Pa last April aod 
were the only missionaries there 

Sing Po is an important market place 
northeast of Hankow and contains about 
30,000 inhabitants 

They made bo converts, but on the con 
trary their lives were in danger almost 


from the start They were warned by nor 
vants that they would be killed on July 1, 


but took no precautions, except to send a 


letter toa magistrate demanding protec 
tion, 
Early inthe morning of July 1 their 


house was surrounded by a mob composed 
of loafers, tradesmen and scholars, who 
clamored for their blood. Stones were 
thrown at the house anu the windows bat- 
tered in until the missionaries could no 
longer remain indoors, They attempted to 
escape over the roofs of houses, but were 
followed by the mob, 

Finally they could go no further and 
dropped into the street Into the hands of 


the mob, Their eufferiugs were short. 
Wikholm's skull was smashed with an ax 
and Mr. Johnson's waa speodily boaten out 


of all semblonce to human shape by bamboo 
rods and irow bars. The bodies were strip- 
ped naked, subjected to revolting mutila- 
tions and left on the etreet for doga to eat. 

The mob then looted and burned the 
missionaries’ house, Two miasionaries from 
Hankow in company with a mandarin? and 
soldiers left for Sing Puon July 4 to 
investigate the matter and recover the

Mr. William Whitelaw, member for 
Perth, asked Mr. Garduer to allow several 
cargoes of Canadian cattle to be landed and 
We in quarantine for a certain time in 
order to prove beyond dispute whether or 
nota reasonable security existed tor the 
free importation of Canadian cattle. 

Mr. Gardner said the proposed arrange- 
ment would be of no assistance. In conneo- 
tion with the matter of the detention of 
cargoes it would involye great practical 
difficulties. Even if no disease were discov- 
ered it would only prove that diseased 
animals were not comprised in every cargo 
—a fact that was already beyond dispute.

Thero fe, oven fa 
Chicago, a large class who aro well laform 
ed about Oanada, but 1 am_ sorry 
to say they do nob seem to be 

in tho mojority, The oplnion of the 

majority was voiced by the sentiments 
expressed by Oarter Harrison, mayor of 
Chicago, fn hls speech on Dominton day,

He never dreamed that Osnadlans would 
rvsent sach remarks, He had been told 
that all Canadians were at heart in favor of 
anuexation, and were only prevented from 
petitioning the United States to recelyo 
them by thelr fear of the vengeance the 
mother country might wreak, 

If the World’s Fale has done nothlog 
elee for us it hes and fs opening the eyes of 
the people of the United States to the 
great possibilities of our country. After 
au Inspection of the Canadian exhibits, 
Americans express open-moathed wonder- 
ment at the variety and extent of what 
Qanada has to show. Onor agricultural 
exhibits are admitted to be the most beau- 
tifal and contalo more variety aud better 
qoality than any other exhibit on the 
grounds, Farmers from the western atates 
examine and admire our beautiful trophies 
and go away saylog that they would nob 
have believed such magnificent specimens 
could be grown in our cold Canadian coun- 
try.

The display of economlo minerals in the 
Mining building is creatlog the greatest in- 
terest, and the officials in charge are kept 
busy supplying Interested visitors with In 
formation as to the location and extent of 
the deposits and mines from which the 
specimens on exhibition are obtained. The 
rich and varied samples of nickel from the 
Sudbury district in Ontario havo been ex- 


amined by not a few officlals of the United 


States War Office and the representatives 
of foreign countries. French, German and 
Russian commissfoners, attracted by the 
fact that nickel {s now playing sach an im- 
portant part in the constrastlon of new war 
yeueels, regard our nickel exhibits witha 
marked degree of Interest, and esgerly en- 
quire for literature explaining the location 
and extent of the nickel deposits. The 
phosphate exhibl's from Ontarlo and Que- 
bec also attracb much attention, especially 
from the representatives of European 
countries where agriculture is an important 
pursuit, The varlety and economic value 
of the display made by the various pro- 
vinces of the Dominion has opened the 
eyes of thousands to the magnificent min- 
eral resources of our country, and the in- 
terest manifested by representatives of 
foreign countries and United States cap!- 
talists shows that little ls generally known 
of the extent of Canada’s undeveloped 
mineral wealth. 

Thero ta no exhibit on the grounds which 
has attracted eo much attention and favor- 
able comment as the blg cheese. An eleven- 
ton cheese had never bofore been heard of 
in the United States, where so many big 
things find thelr origin. Followlug the gen- 
eral interest taken In the size of our mam- 
moth cheese came the result of our chesse 
awards, whereCanada carried off 95 percent. 
of the awards, leaving only five per conb. for 
all other countries exhibiting. This mag- 
nificent showiog was a genuine surprise for 
the people of the United States, and Oana- 
da's stock went away up. : 

The Picayune, of New Orleans, a few days 
ago pobiished a lengthy article dealing with 
Oanadian exhibite, and more particularly 
the big cheese. The result was that the 
mammoth cheese became the subject of dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the board of trade 
of New Orleans, and the secretary of that 
body was instracted to write the Louislana 
state commissioners ab the world's fair and 
secure, if possible, a sample of this Oanadian 
cheese wonder, The secretary, In his letter, 
said he had sampled many large cheose, but 
never one which welghed eleven tons. He 
also expressed admiration of Oanadian en- 
terprise, and sald that United States cheese- 
makers would now have to turn outa 20-ton 
cheese, jast to show the world that Osnada 
could nod outdo them In cheese enterprise, 

Before his departure for home Herr 
Wermouth, Imperial Commissioner for 
Germany, was entertalned at luncheon by 

Honorary Commissioners Oockborn and 
Tasse ab the Oanadian pavilion. He ex- 
pressed his admiration of the beautiful dis- 
play Canada had mado tin every department 
at the Falr. Tho agricultural exhibit par- 
ticularly interested him, Although a strong 
supporter of Bismark’s pollcy, acd opposed 
to the emigration of German subjects, he 
admitted that cho omlgration of o large 
number of Germans overy year to America 
was Inoyitable, These peasants, ho oald, 
while not possesslog a very large moloty of 
this world’s goods, make good and Indos 
trlous clttgens, Horr Wermouth remarked, 
however, that littl) was known by these 
people mbout America. Now York was the 
only place known, and Oanada seldom or 
nover heard of. He expressed a dostro to 
obtaln, for distribution in Germany, des 
criptive literature in Gorman, stating lao 
ducemonts offered to emigrate, and routes 
by which to reach our Janadian Northwost 
which he thought would attract large num: 
bers of German omlgrants, who now settle 
{n the more densely populated distriota of 
the United States

pone—Christians Should Not Allow the 
EKnomy to Steal Their Axes, 

Mapison, Wis., July 28.—A_ great 
throne of many thousands from all 


North and Weat are wather- 
ed at the Monona Lake Assembly, a 
Chantauqua held near this eity. Rev, 
Dr, Talmage this forenoon preached to 


parts of the 


chia great multitude on “Sharpened 
Axes,” the text being I Samuel 18: 
19-21 ; “Now there was no smith 


found throughout all the land of Israel,” 
etc, 

My loving and glad sslutation to this 
uncounted host, Cuautuuquans, Chria- 
tinn Endeavorers, Gospel workers, and 
their friends from all parts of Wisconsin 

and America, saints and sinners! My 
text is gloriously appropriate, What a 
scalding subjugation the Israelites were 
aulfering. The Philistines had carried 
off all the blacksmiths, had torn down 
all the blacksmiths’ shops, and abolished 
the blacksmiths’ trade in the land of 
Israel, These Philistines had a particular 
trudge against blackamiths, although I 
AG always admired them, and havo 
sometimes thought I ought to have been 
one myself. The Philistines would not 
even allow these parties to work their 
valuable mines of brass and iron, nor 
might they make any swords or spears. 
There were only two swords left in all 
the land. Yea, these Philistines went on 
until they had taken all the grindstones 
from the land of Israel, so that if an 
Israelitish farmer wanted to sharpen 
his plough or his axe, he had to 
go over to the garrison of the 
Philistines to get it done. There was 
only one sharpening instrument left in 
the land, and that wasa file. The far- 
mers and the mechanics, having nothing 
to whet up the coulter, and the goad, 
and the pickaxe, save a simple file, in- 
dustry was hindered, and work practi- 
cally disgraced. The great idea of these 
Philistines was to keep the Israelites dis- 
armed, They mixht get iron out of the 
hills to make swords of, but they would 
not have any blacksmiths to weld this 
iron. If they got the iron welded they 
would have no gripdstonea on which to 
bring the instruments of agriculture or 
the military weapons up to an edge. 
Oh, you poor, weaponless Israelites, re- 
duced to a file, how I pity you! But 
tliese Philistines were not forever to keep 
their heel on the neck of God's children. 
Jonathan, on his hands and knees, 
climbs up on a great rock beyond which 
were the Philistines; and his armor- 
bearer, on his bunds and knees, climbs 
np the same rock, and these two men, 
with their two swords, hew to pieces the 
Philistines, the Lord throwing a great 
terror upon them. So it was then; so it 
is now. The two men of God, on their 
knees, mightier than a Philistine host 
on their feet. 

I learn first from this subject, how 
dangerous it is for the Church of God to 
allow its weapons to stay in the hands of 
its enemies, These Israelites might 
again and again haye obtained a supply 
of swords aud weapons, as for instance 
when they took the spoils of the Am- 
monites; but these Israelites seemed con- 
tent to have no swords, no spears, no 
blacksmiths, no grindstones, no active 
iron mines, until it was too late for them 
to make any resistance, I see the farm- 
ers tugging along with their pickuxes 
and plougis, and I say, ‘Where are you 
going with those things?’ They say, 
“Oh, we are going over to the garrison 
of the Philistines to get these things 
sharpened.” Isay, ‘You foolish men, 
why don’t yousharpen them at home?” 
“Oh,” they say, ‘the blacksmiths’ shops 
are all torn down, and we have nothing 
left us but a file.” 

So it is in the Church of Christ to-day. 
Weare too willing to give up our w eap- 
ons to the enemy. The world boasts 
that it has gobbled up the schools, and 
the colleges, and the arts, and the 
sciences, and the literature, and the 
printing press. Infidelity is making 
& mighty attempt to get all our weap- 
ons in its band, and then to keep 
them. You know it is making 
this boast all the time; and aftera while, 
when the great battle between sin and 
righteousness has opened, if we do not 
look we will be as badly off as these 
Israelites, without any swords to fight 
with, and without any sharpening instry- 
ments. Leall upon the superintendents 
of literary institutions to see to it that 
the men who go into the class-roons to 
stand beside the Leyden jars, and the 
electric batteries, and the microscopes or 
telescopes, be children of God, not Philis- 
tines. The atheistic thinkers of this day 
are trying to get all the intellectual 
weapons of this century in their own 
grasp. What we want is scientifio 
Christians to capture the science, and 
scholastic Christians to capture the 
scholarship, and philosophic Christians 
to capture the philosophy, and lecturing 
Christians, to take back the lecturing 
platform, 

We want to send out against Schenkel 
and Strauss and Renan of the past, men 
like the late Theodore Chrislieh, of Bonn; 
and against the infidel scientists, a God- 
Worshipping Silliman and Hitchcock and 


Agassiz, We want to capture all 
the philosophical apparatus, and 
swing around the telescopes on the 
awival, until through them we 
can gee the morning star of the Re- 


deemer, and with mineralogical hammer 
discover the “Rock of Ages,” and amid 
the flora of the realma we find the ‘‘Rose 
of Sharon andthe Lily of the Valley.’ 
We wanta clergy learned enopgh to 
discourse of the human eye, showing it 
to be a miscrope and telescope in one in- 
strument, with eight hundred wonderful 
contrivancos, and lida closing 80,000 or 
40,000 times a day; allits muscles and 
perves and showing the infinite 
skill of an infinite God, and then winding 
up with the peroration “He that form-

ed the eye, shall he not see?" And then 
we want to discourse about the human 
ear, ita wonderful integuments, mem- 
branes and vibrations, and ita chain of 
small bones and ita auditory nerves, 
closing with the question: “Hoe that 
planted tho ear, shall he not hear? 
And we want some one to expound the 
first chapter of Gensis, bring to it the 
geology and astronomy of the world, 
until, as Job suggested, ‘the stones of 
the fleld shall be in league” with the 
iroth, and, “the stars in their courses 
ahall fight against Sleera.” Oh, Church 
of God, go out and rocapture these 
weapons, Lut men of God go out and 
take possession of the platform Let all 
the printing press of this country 
Bpenk out for Chipiat, rod the 
reporters, and the typersetieps, and 
the editors, and publishers swe 
Jalleciance «© the Lord God of

truth Ah, my friend, that day nat 
come, and if the great body of Ci {

Again, I learn from this subject what 
u large amount of the church’s resources 
in actually hidden, and buried, and uu 
developed The Bible intimat that 
that waa a very rich land—this land ol 
Israel It say ‘the stones are iron, and 
out of the hills thou shalt dig brass,’ 


and yet hundreds of thousands of dollars’ | 


worth of this inetal was kept under the 
hills, Well, thatis the difficulty with 
the Church of God at this day. Its tal- 
ent is not developed, If ono-iialf of its 
energy could be brought, it might take 
the pulic iniquities of the dey be 
the throat and riyAke them bite Lhe dust. 
If human eloquence wer Ccousecrated to 
the Lord Jesus Christ, it could in a few 
years persuade this whole earth to sur- 
render to God, There is enough un 
developed Curistian energy in the 
United States to bring the whole 
world to Christ; but it is buried under 
strata of indifference and under whole 





mountains of sloth, Now it is not 
time for the mining to begin, «and 
the pickaxes to plunge, and for this | 


buried metal to be brought out and put 
into the furnaces, and be turned into 
howitzers and carbines for the Lord's 
hosts? The vast majority of Christians 
in this day are useless, The most of the 
Lord's battalion belong to the ‘reserve 
corps. ‘The nrostof the Crew are asleep 
in their hammocks. The most of the 
metal is under the hills. Oh, is it tot 
time for the Clurch of God to rouse up 
and understand that we want all the 
energies, all the talent, and all the wealth 
enlisted for Chriavt's eake? I like the 
nickname that the English soldiers gave 
to Blucher, the commander, They call- 
ed him "Old Forward.” We have had 
enough retreats in the Church of Christ ; 
let us havea glorious advance. And I 
say to you now, as the General said 
when his troops were affrighted. Rising 
up in his stirrups, his hair flying in the 
wind, he lifted up his voice until twenty 
thousand troops heard him, crying out : 
“Forward, the whole line !" 

Again, [learn from this subject that 
we sometimes do well to take advantage 
of the world’s sharpening instruments, 
These Israelites Were reduced to a file, 
and so they Went over to the garrison of 
the Philistinés to get their axes and their 
foads and their ploughs sharpened. The 
Bible distinctly states in the context that 
they had no other instruments now with 
which to do this work, and the Israelites 
did right when they went over to the 
Philistines to use their grindstones, My 
friends, is it not right for us to employ 
the world’s grindstones? Lt there be art, 
if there be logic. if there be business fac- 
ulty on the other side, letus go over and 
employ it for Christ's sake. The fact is, 
we fight with too dall weapons, and we 
work with too dull implements, We 
hack and we maul when we ought to 
makea clean stroke, Let us go over 
among sharp business men, and among 
pharplitarery men, ane find out what 
their tact is; and then transfer it to the 
cause of Christ. If they have scietice 
and art it will do us good to-rub against 
it. In other words, let us employ the 
world’s grindstones. “We will listen to 
their music, and we will watch their 
acumen; and we will use their grind- 
stones; and we will borrow their philo- 
sophical apparatus to make our experi- 
ments, and we will-borrow their print- 
ing’ presses to publish out Bibles, and 
we will borrow their railtrains to carry 
our Christian literature, and” we’ will 
borrow their ships to travsport our mis- 
sionaries. That was what made Paul 
such a master in his day. He not only 
got all the learning he could get of Dr. 
Gameliel, but (afterward) standing on 
Mare Hil avidin crowded thoroughfare, 
quoted their poetry, and yrisped their 
logic, and wielded their eloquence, and 
employed their mythology. until Diony- 
sius the Areopagite, learned in the 
schools of Athens and Heliop is, weut 
down under his tremendous powers. 
That was what gave Themas Chulmers 
his power in his day. He con- 
quered the world’s astronomy and 
compelled it to ring out the wis- 
dom and greatness of the Lord, 
until for the second time the morn- 
ing stars sang together and all the sons 
of God shouted for joy. That was what 
gave to Jonathan Edwards his influence 
in his day. He conquered the world’s 
metaphysics and forced it into the sor- 
vice of God, until not only the meeting- 
house in Northampton, Massachusetts, 
but all Christendom felt thrilled by his 
Christian power. Well, now, my 
friends, we all have tools of Christian 
usefulness, Do not let thein lose their 
edges. We want no rusty blades in this 
fight. We want no coulter that cannot 
rip up the globe. We want no axe that 
cannot fell the trees. We want no 
goad that cannot start the lazy team. 
Let us get the very best grindstones we 
can find, though they be in the posses- 
sion of the Philistines, compelling them 
to turn the crank while we bear down 
with all our might on the swift-revolving 
wheel until all our energies and faculties 
shall be brought up to a bright, keen, 
sharp, glittering edge. 

Again; my subject teaches us on what 
a small allowance Philistine iniquity 
putsaman, Yes; these Philistines shut 
up the mines, and then they took the 
spears and the swords, and then they 
took the blacksmiths, then they took the 
grindstone, and they took everything 
but a file. Oh,this is the way sin works; 
it grabs everthing, It begins with rob- 
bery, and it ends with robbery. It dis- 
poils this faculty and that faculty, and 
keeps on until the whole nature is gone. 
Was the man eloquent before, it gener- 
ally thickens bis tongue, Was he fine 
in personal Pale if mars his vig- 
age, Was be affluent, it sends the 
sheriff to sell him out, Waa he influen- 
tial, it destroys his Seres Was ho 
ylacid, and genial, and loving, it makes 
1im splentic and cross; and so utterly is 
he changed that you can see he is karcas- 
tic and rasping and that the Philistines 
have left nim nothing buta file, Oh, 
“the way of the tranegressor ia hard.” 


His cup is bitter, His night is 
dark, His pangs are deep, His en is 
terrific, Philistine iniquity says to that 


man: “Now surrender to me, and I will 
give you all you want—muric for the

in the greatest happiness until last fall. The 
wore in prosperous ciroumstances. He tole 
the following story of the elopement: A 
year ago Inst Februery Mr. Orr was takeu 
down with sciatica. He was very ill and Ja 
helpless for montha In September, while 
sillov his back, he ougaged Harvey Mul- 
holland, a man nbout 30 yoars old, who bas 
always been of nroving disposition. Mul- 
hollaud isa rather good-looking fellow, and 
bas been considered w worthless claracter, 
Matters on the farm progressed favorably 
until about the end of October, when, owing 
to a suspected intimacy with bis wife, be dis- 
cbarged Mullholland, warning him to koop 
away from the place. 

Last spring when discussing the hiring of 
@manfor the farm work as Mr, Orr was 
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CAMPING REQUISITRS, 
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still unwell, Mra. Orr said she wouldn't have 
any bired man excepting Harvey, and al- 
though ber husband strongly objected she 
took the mattor in ber own bands and went 
and bired Mulbolland again. Mr, Orr, who 
wasableto be around although still lame, 
could do little or nothing. After Mulholland 
bad been there some time the intimacy with 
his master’s wife became so flagrant that last 
Friday morning Mr. Orr told his wife that 
unless Mulbolland kept away from the place 
he would shoot him. 

Monday Mr. Orr went about his work in 
the barvest fleld and it would seem that the 
pair busied themselves in removing almost 
everything of value from the house to a 
swamp 4 short distanceaway. All the best 
dishes, books, silverware, pictures and cloth- 
ing were taken, even to most of Mr. Orr's 
personal clothing, They very kindly left 
bim the suit be was wearing, bis best suit 
and a few shirta Mrs. Orr contrived to get 
ber busband to bed without a light on Mon- 
day night, saying, “Tony, you must be tired;

Nows of the blockade shutting off all for- 
eign commerce reached London on Thuraday 
night, Lord Rosebery immediately sent des 
patebes to Lord Dufferin, at Paris, hy a spe- 
clal messenger, The backdown of the 
French Goverumoent followed a meeting be- 
tween the British Atibassador and M. 
Devolle Friday. 





Sinus Aoorptes the Ultimatum, 

Banxakox, July 31.—The Siamese Goy- 
ernmont has accepted the full terms of the 
French ultimatum. Itis stated here that 
England protested to France that tho 
threatened blockade of the Siamese coast 
would not be a legal act, and that France 
conceded the point made by Great Britain. 
France, it is said, has undertaken that 
British commerve willin no wise be inter- 
fored with by French warships. LKoglish 
yossels will be allowed to cross Monam bar 
inward for Bangkok after Sunday, The situ- 
ation here presents a much more peaceful 
Aspect, 


Thinks Uritain Got the Hest of it, 

Panis, July 31,—This semi-official state- 
ment was given to the press last evening: 

“The Siamese Government, hav- 
ing reconsidered its former attitude, 
now accepts all conditions of 
France’s ultimatum without reserve. 
‘Lhe acceptance gives complete satisfaction 
to France and all who were not desirous of 
making the Siamose difficulty the occasion 
of fresh colonial enterprise.” 

After referring to the Cabinet meeting to- 
day and the Cabinet meeting called for to- 
morrow the statement closes with tho 
words: ‘The French Government, desir- 
ing to give proofs of its good will to Siam, 
probably will not raise further objections in 
the affair,” 

Another semi-official statement denies 
the truth of the ramor that M, Develle and 
M. Delcase, Under Seoretary of State for 
the Colonies, have resigned. The public 
will find proof in the Siamese affairs, says 
the statement, that Great Britain has not 
intervened and does not intend to do 
so. The Jour accepta this last 
statement only with a grain of 
salt. It says that something has 
been done behind the scenes, and the 
French are likely to awake soon to the fact 
that Great Britain, after all, has got the 
better of them in the diplomatic negotia- 
tions. The Jour asvribes the sudden soften- 
ing of the tone of the British press to 
private assurances from official sourees 
that effect would be given to British ro- 
presentations. 


Sinm \Wae Wise. 

Lonpon, July 31.—The Daily Telegraph 
says, editorially, to-day: ‘Siam acted with 
indubitable wisdom; Between the apathy 
of Great Britain and the hoatility of France, 
sho had no choice. On the surface it looks 
as if Great Britain received a check to her 
proetage in only arranging effectually 
to safeguard British commercial  in- 
terests. Now a protectorate over the 
Whole of Siam west of the Mekong is ne- 
cessary torestore this prestige. Anything 
short of this would be bumiliating defeat 
for Eugland.” 


The Morning Post says editorially: ‘The 
embroiijlo cannot be regarded asnabolished by 
the acceptance of the ultimatum. It seems 
merely to bave entered ao fresh stage of 
development, Great Britain and asibly 
China boing substituted for Siam in the final 
settlement,” 

Tho ‘Times bas no leader on the subject. 
Its Bangkok correspondent telegraphs: 
“When the French seized the Siamese mail 
stoamer Chantaboon the native orew wero 
Unaware of the blockade, They were panic- 
stricken and deserted the ship. Thereupon 
\Le Freuch boarded her and ran her aground. 
The seizure is regarded as illegal.” 

The Daily News understands that a meet- 
ing of the Cabinet will be held to-day to oon- 
sider questions arising from the Siamese 
aitculty, ‘* Sian's acceptance of France's 
ultimatum of the courso has done a good 
deal to diminish anxiety,” says The News, 
“but it bas by no means setiled the difficulty 
between France and this country.” 

The Daily Chronicle says: “he somewbat 
shadowy injuries alleged to have been sus- 
tained by Frauce receive ample amends by a 
well-filled breeches pocket. The settlement 
isnot equitable perbaps, but it might be 
worse for Siam, and since it ends a situation 
in which England might have become en- 
tangled it is cordially welcome. 


GERMANY AN ENGLISH ALLY. 
Had France Gone te War Germany 
Would Have supported England, 


Berwin, July 81.—Publio interest has 
been divided during the past week between 
the Franco-Siam trouble and the Russo- 
Germonu tariff war. Important as is the 
federal council’s summary action against 
Kussia, it bas bardly reached in public 
opinion the plano of high international 
politics of the Siamese question, The result 
of Great Britain’s intervention is regardod 
os having rare significance for the future 
grouping of the European great powers 
‘or once the German oditors acknowledge 
the British Government has pulled ita chest- 
nuts outof the dre without the ald of the 
Austrian or the Italian catspaw. By so doing 
they believe the great self-contained naval 
power of the northwest bas been drawn 
irrevocably from her position of in- 
dopendence and assumed indifference to 
cast her weight with one or the other oon- 
stitutional alliances. Tho critical nature of 
tho negotiations between France and Great 
Britain as tothe Siameso blockade was not 
known generally in Borlin until yesterday, 
Probably in no other capital did the 
poople joarn with as muob surprise that 
the Earl of Rosebery had made war the 
peonity of France's interference with 
British commerce at Binmese ports, 7 he 
satisfaction accompanying this Surprise was 
increased when it was creditably reported 
that Germany bad agroed late in the wook to 
support Great Britain in her Opposition 
to France’s over-reaching policy. As the 
nogotintions between Groat Britain and 
France approached the critical bolntof war 
or pleco, views were exchanged freely be 
tween Count Von Oaprivi and the British 
Foreign Office, Oo Thursday and Friday the 
Chancellor was occupied almost constantly 
in receiving, considering and Answoring de- 
spatches concerning Germany's Prospeo 
attitude 

Phe dotails of the understanding whic 
reached cannot now be ascertained. Tue 
prosent conditions are believed to contain 
the possibility of a more lasting understand 
ing betwoon Great Britain and the power of 
the triple alliance,
